It is only natural that the successful voyage of the 
battleship Mississippi to Natchez up the river whose name 
it bears should be seized upon by local patriots to “boom” 
that waterway, and we are not surprised to find in articles 
sent out by a press bureau in New Orleans such amusing 
statements as these: ‘Turns river into speedway; bat- 
tleship travels twenty miles an hour for fourteen hours. 
3reaks all records except those of the Robert E. Lee and 
Natchez.” Such assertions not only detract from the 
fine seamanship of Captain Fremont and his officers, but 
also take no account of the favorable conditions as to the 
volume of water which is usual in the spring of the year. 
However, it is a pleasing reflection that if interest in 
taking large vessels up the Father of Waters has been 
awakened and an increase of shipping shall result, a ves- 
sel of the Navy will be credited with having “blazed the 
way” by plowing through the turgid waters above New 
Orleans. This will be another contribution of naval sci- 
ence to commercial progress, ‘This press bureau coin- 
munication informs us that for 297 miles the battleship 
maintained a speed of twenty miles an hour. As the trial 
speed of the ship was only 17.11 knots, a simple compu- 
tation shows that to make twenty miles the speed would 
have been .24 knots greater than the trial speed, or 17.35 
knots on the river. Taking the distance as 275 miles 
from Natchez to New Orleans and the time consumed as 
fourteen hours, and deducting the three-mile current, we 
find that the battleship averaged around 14 knots an hour. 
from Natchez to New Orleans, which was about the speed 
of the Battleship Fleet on its cruise around the world. 
To try to make it appear that the Mississippi’s captain 
was so sure of the safety of the waters he was in that 
he drove his ship at a greater speed than she attained 
with picked coal, a selected course, ete., in her trial run, 
is to say, the least, misleading. ‘The announcement is 
made that, as a result of the voyage of the battleship, 
commercial bodies of the Mississippi Valley will soon be 
called upon to adopt resolutions to Congress, asking 
that the Mississippi River “be not left to the harsh 
mercies of chance and that adequate fortifications or 
provisions for adequate floating batteries and a naval 
base be made for the lower Mississippi River.” An 
effort will be made to have these resolutions point out 
that the prosperity of more than twenty states depends 
upon an open channel to the sea through the Mississippi 
River, that many years of labor and expense of many 
millions of dollars have been necessary to obtain a per- 
manent depth of 35 feet and more over the bar at the 
mouth of the river, and that should the fear of invasion, 
in the absence of proper protection, force the government 
to destroy that channel, the commerce of the valley would 
suffer an indefinite period until the channel could be 
restored.

The attempt to make it appear that the success of the 
trip to Natchez was a rebuke to the Navy Department 
will prove unsuccessful with those who know the difficulty 
of navigating such a river. There never was any doubt 
about the sufficiency of water in the channel from New 
Orleans to Natchez. The question turned upon the advisa- 
hility of sending so costly a ship into a river where the 
inatter of turning around in so narrow a channel with a 
current of three miles or more an hour was certain to be 
attended with risk. To what an extent neighborhood pre- 
judice will blind one to the limitations of his locality is 
shown by the comment on the Mississippi’s trip by the 
New Orleans Picayune of May 29, which said: “The 
performance of the battleship in her trip from the sea to 
Natchez was no surprise to this paper because, as is weil 
known to everybody who has any experience with the Mis- 


sissippi River, there was no possibility of the ship meet- 
ing with an accident other than might be encountered in 
the best channel in the world.” When it can be seriously 
argued that a river channel is as safe for a great warship 
as the channel of a seaport, it would seem as if reason 
has been swallowed up in local pride and common sense 
in municipal patriotism. The Picayune quotes from the 
report of Col, W. H. Bixby, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., 
chief of the Board of Engineers in charge of the Missis- 
sippi River, a statement to the effect that “for ten years 
there has been, with the exception of only a few days, an 
eight-foot channel from St. Louis to Cairo,” and then asks 
why this waterway for light-draft boats has not been 
utilized for river transportation and why the great boats 
and barge lines disappeared about twenty years ago and 
left the mighty river to the single function of draining a 
continent. It thinks that it is high time to find out why 
this great continental artery has been abandoned as a free 
highway of commerce, when in any other progressive 
country it would be considered one of the greatest bless- 
ings the nation could possess. Since the river has been 
neglected before for decades for no good reason, it is hard 
to see what impression upon shipping interests will be 
made by the voyage of the Mississippi. This dash of the 
Mississippi up and down the river recalls the fate of the 
Confederate vessel, the W. H. Webb, which one night, in 
the spring of 1865, emerged from the Red River just be- 
low Natchez and made a sprint for the ocean. The ship 
was a tugboat, built by the Webb shipyards in New York, 
had great speed and a crew as reckless as ever handled 
a craft in ticklish situations. ‘Though armed ships of the 
Federals tried to block her way, she managed to get 
through and made the run, some of the crew later said, to 
New Orleans in less than nine hours. A few miles below 
that city a shot through her steam pipe ended her career 
and she was run ashore, the crew taking to the swamps. 
The New York Sun thinks that the Southern press in 
omitting the Webb’s performance from the speed records 
of the river in connection with the battleship’s venture 
do an injustice to a brave and gallant company of Con- 
federate rivermen. 
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Nothing is so hard to refute as facts, once drily said 
a French philosopher. The anti-militarists must agree 
with this profound observation in contemplating the latest 
tables on the longevity of the inhabitants of Berlin, Ger- 
many. In the last generation the average life of the Ber- 
liner has lengthened nine years, being now 38 years 
against 29 in 1876. The peculiar force of this compari- 
son lies in the fact that we have been told by the oppo- 
nents of military service that whatever may have been the 
effect in previous generations, the addition of Army serv- 
ice to the high tension of present-day commercial life 
means an exhaustive drain on the manhood of nations, 
and that universal military service is entirely out of har- 
mony with the business exactions and demands made upon 
men in these days of large combinations resulting froin 
the development of steam and electricity and the increased 
complexity of our social system. The longer life which 
the German now enjoys is attributed to improved sanitary 
methods, and it is precisely because of his military serv- 
ice that the spread of sanitation has been so general in 
the German Empire. One has only to be acquainted with 
the German army and its enlisted personnel to realize the 
truth of this. Young men from the most backward and 
unprogressive communities leave their narrow-horizoned 
localities for service with the colors. They have known 
hardly anything of sanitation in the little rural life in 
which they have been reared. Instantly upon their en- 
listment they are brought under the strictest sanitary 
regulations, of whose existence they had not even dreamed. 
They find that disregard of these regulations is punished 
with severe penalties. If they are inclined to laugh at 
these rules of health at first. they soon learn that they 
are a very serious matter, and before they have completed 
their term of service, if they are men of sense, they will 
understand the importance of sanitation. Returning to 
their rustic abodes, they carry with them these rules of 
sanitation which have been ground into them until obedi- 
ence to them becomes second nature. ‘To their parents 
they bring accounts of this regard for sanitation, and the 
simple-minded rustics thus receive lessons in the preven- 
tion of health which they would not otherwise obtain. 
Men from the Army become the big men of their localities 
in the course of time, and it is only natural that, remem- 
bering their military training in sanitation, they should 
wish to apply through local boards of health the princi- 
ples of prophylaxis which they imbibed in their term of 
service under the flag. Thus every nook and corner of 
the Empire is reached by these missionaries of sanita- 
tion and with each year a fresh body of recruits are re- 
turned from the Army to carry into towns, villages, and 
hamlets the latest views on hygiene. 
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The efficacy of vaccination as a preventive of smallpox 
was demonstrated through the war of 1870 with France 
so incontestably that practically all opposition to it van- 
ished. Whereas in the French army, which was notori- 
ously lax in the matter of vaccination, smallpox was a 
scourge; in the Germany army, in which vaccination was 
general, smallpox was a negligible quantity. When the 
war was ended, the masses of the people understood how 
many lives had been saved during the war by vaccination 
and welcomed inoculation. But for the lessons of that 
war it might have taken years for the value of vaccina- 
tion to penetrate the slow-moving mind of the people as a 


whole. It has been said that as a result of the popularity 
which vaccination enjoyed throughout the German Empire 
after the war with France, more lives were saved to the na- 
tion by vaccine-made immunity from smallpox than were 
lost in the battles of the war. Similarly the testing of vacci- 
nation as a remedy for typhoid is being carried on to-day 
in several armies, and from the results achieved there the 
public will be enlightened and thousands of lives will be 
saved annually. It can readily be understood why pro- 
phylactic measures in armies are capable of more rapid 
and valuable experimentation in armies than in civil life. 
In armies they are tested in substantially the same cir- 
cumstances and upon a large body of men at the same 
time, while in civil life a long period of years must elapse 
before data equally instructive can be compiled. The 
work of our Army sanitarians in Havana, the Philippines 
and the Canal Zone are cases in point. . Under military 
administration certain health rules could be promulgated 
and enforced under military inspection, and the medical 
officers could form conclusions in a few months which, if 
they had been mere civilian investigators depending upon 
the co-operation of an indifferent or lethargic populace 
for success, might not have been attainable for years, 
Keen observers, for example, have long since formed the 
opinion that if the extermination of the disease-breeding 
mosquito in the marshes of New Jersey in the vicinity of 
New York had been committed to the Army sanitarians 
the problem would long ago have been solved. Another 
instructive phase of Prussian life is revealed by the in- 
come tax returns recently published. These show that 
although in the last few years there has been the most 
activity in building up the German navy, and the largest 
expenditures have been made coincident with the awaken- 
ing of an interest in Dreadnoughts for the Kaiser’s na- 
val establishment, there has been a steady increase in 
Prussian incomes. For 1908 the aggregates of incomes 
show an increase of 9.5 per cent. over 1907, which, in 
turn, was.more than fifteen per cent. larger than the ag- 
gregate of 1906. ‘ 





We notice in Service magazines remarks of members 
of one branch of the Service respecting another that not 
only are in bad taste, but depart from the time-honored 
desire of the War Department that one arm should not 
reflect upon another. Nothing is gained either for a par- 
ticular branch, or for the Army at large, by any criticisms 
of one arm by members of another, especially in the 
matter of Army increase, a subject that tends to arouse 
personal feelings and partisan prejudice to an extent that 
calls for watchfulness in preventing them from becoming 
offensive to a brother branch of the Army. Of late we 
have observed an increase, which we trust is more ap- 
parent than real, in this tendency toward animadversion 
and while we are willing to attribute it more to zeal and 
enthusiasm than to unfriendly rivalry, it is perhaps wise 
to call attention to the ease with which such expressions 
can degenerate into something that may be entirely hos- 
tile to that esprit de corps, and give an impression of a 
division in the councils of the Army which lessens its in- 
fluence with Congress. No one should oppose a measure 
which benefits others for no better reason than that it does 
not also benefit him. The exhibition of a generous spirit 
toward others may help te secure, in return, what is due 
to him, or to his arm of the Service, A disposition to 
criticism and fault-finding is not to be encouraged, except 
it be in the nature of self-examination. 
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Premier Asquith, of Great Britain, in the Commons on 
May 26, in a debate on the scope of the two-power stand- 
ard, virtually committed the Liberal party to the exclu- 
sion of the United States fram the list of the Powers to 
be taken into account. He said it was true “that the 
United States could not be regarded as one‘of the Pow- 
ers which have to be considered at present, although 
America, if one counted vessels by noses alone, would 
come second among the naval powers of the world.” Re- 
moteness from the shores of England, he said, was a suf- 
ficient excuse for not classing a country in the same cate- 
gory with France, Germany and Austria. He did not 
believe that the two-power policy was too sacred to be 
changed according to new conditions, and thought that 
geographical considerations should be regarded in giving 
that formula its proper value. Major Arthur Lee, for- 
merly military attaché of the British Embassy at Wash- 
ington and ex-civil lord of the Admiralty, called atten- 
tion to the impossibility of excluding the United States 
in view of her sending around the world sixteen battle- 
ships, maintained throughout the voyage as a fighting 
entity. Ex-Premier Balfour declared the government had 
altered the naval policy and that the Premier’s statements 
were hazy. A motion expressing confidence in Mr. As- 
quith’s statement was carried, 272 to 106.

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A second revised edition of “Suggestions to Military 
Riflemen,” by Lieut. Townsend Whelen, 29th U.S. Inf., 
has been issued by Franklin Hudson Publishing Company 
of Kansas City, Mo. As Lieutenant Whelen is one of the 
most expert military shots in the United States, he is 
exceptionally well qualified to deal with the most im- 
portant art of the soldier. He was the winner of the 
Army competition of 1903, coach of the U.S. Infantry 
team of 1905, a member of the U.S. Infantry national 
team for 1903, 1906 and 1907, and was also formerly 
range officer, Ist Brigade, Pennsylvania National Guard. 
In compiling his work Lieutenant Whelen consulted 
practically all the modern writings on the subject ob- 
tainable in his endeavor to present the reader everything 
on the subject of any practical value. He also makes 
this important announcement: “The purpose of this book 
is not so much to teach men to qualify in the higher 
grades of marksmanship and to win competitions as it 
is to teach those principles of good shooting which will 
enable men to make the largest proportion of hits under 
battle conditions. There is a tendency now to make 
shooting conditions more practical; to restrict shooting 
at bull’s-eye targets to the beginner and to the finished 
marksman learning the shooting peculiarities of a new 
rifle or a new ammunition. Advance practice will con- 
sist in firing at targets which in their appearance, the 
time they are in sight and their movements will approxi- 
mate as nearly as possible an enemy on the battlefield. 
And this is decidedly a move in the right direction. For 
such sheoting no absolute rule can be laid down. The 
principles of good shooting, well grounded. and a thor- 
ougn knowiedge of the rifle are what is needed. In order 
to make the book of practical working value, I have 
given the addresses where various preparations and de- 
vices can be obtained.” The work is of handy pocket 
size of 243 pages, bound in cloth. 








Gen. George B. Loud, who was chairman of the G. 
A.R. committee in New York city on the observance of 
Memorial Day, wrote to Secretary of War Dickinson, ob- 
jecting to the annual baseball game at West Point on the 
afternoon of Memorial Day, between the Cadets and the 
7th Regiment, New York National Guard. He expressed 
the belief that the Secretary should not allow the sacred 
character of the day to be violated by sports, especially 
at so important a post as West Point. The government, 
he thought, should so train the coming officers of the 
Army that they would regard Memorial Day as set apart 
for the reverence of the men who did great deeds in war 
and died for their country. Secretary Dickinson referred 
the letter of General Loud to Colonel Scott, Superintend- 
ent of the Military Academy, who made an indorsement 
on it and returned it to Washington. In his indorsement 
Colonel Scott said that there was no place in the country 
where Memorial Day was more hallowed than at West 
Point and that its observance always begins on the eve- 
ning of the day before. At noon the flag is raised from 
half-mast to the top and a national salute is fired. The 
flag remains at the top and the observance of the day is 
over, according to the West Point regulations. Colonel 
Scott said the game between West Point and the 7th has 
been played for more than twenty years, that Grand 
Army men have enjoyed it frequently, that the contest 
has always strengthened the bonds between the Regular 
Army and the National Guard, and that until General 
Loud wrote about it none of the Grand Army folks had 
ever said anything about the matter. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army sent Colonel Scott’s indorsement to Gen- 
eral Loud with the statement that Secretary Dickinson 
concurred in what Colonel Scott had written, which 
meant that there would be no interference with the base- 
ball game.

In discussing “Grant’s Campaigns of 1864 and 1865,” 
the title of his book, Lieut. C. F. Atkinson, 1st Battalion, 
city of London (Royal Fusiliers), says that the revival 
of interest in England in the Wilderness and Cold Har- 
bor campaign is largely due to the fact that the authori- 
ties of the British army have selected this campaign as 
especially instructive and have accordingly included it as 
a subject for the examination of officers. In commenting 
on this work, the Journal of the U.S. Infantry Associa- 
tion says that in Sheridan’s actions with his cavalry in 
the first part of May, there is evidence that he had not 
the slightest conception of the fact that his role was to 
assist the infantry, and that the measure of sitccess of the 
other arms is the degree in which they succeed in lightening 
the task of the infantry. Sheridan’s whole idea, it thinks, 
was to cut loose from the Army and whip Stuart, with- 
out any consideration as to whether such a success would 
directly contribute to the success of the Army. The In- 
fantry Journal is also of the opinion that two headquar- 
ters complicated matters and caused delays and misun- 
derstandings and that it would have been better to have 
only one headquarters, with Meade as chief of staff.

We soon may have to rewrite an old aphorism into 
this: “Progress has her diseases as well as ignorance.” 
Already wireless telegraphy is discovered to be a source 
of ailments of more than superficial importance. We 
would direct the attention of wireless operators in the 
Army and Navy to the statement of a French naval 
surgeon, Dr. P, Bellile, that certain morbid conditions 
are attributable to electrical waves employed in wireless 
telegraphy. For the most part, he finds that they have 
affected the eye generally in the form of conjunctivitis, 
though in one instance there was keratitis, or inflamma- 
tion of the cornea. Eczema, too, has been observed, and 
he thinks that many cases of neurasthenia are attribut- 
able to the current. The New York Medical Journal 
quotes him as remarking that induced currents are a 
common product of the action of the apparatus, and in- 
timates that these may cause trouble among other persons 
than those immediately concerned in the telegraphic 
operations. He recommends that operators be provided 
with blue or yellow spectacles.

The position that we have always taken that military 
preparedness is a preventive and not a provocative of war 
is one that is shared by all who really know what mili- 
tarism means. As to this the United Service Gazette, of 
London, says: “There are, of course, many people in this 
country who regard any proposal to add to the efficiency 
of our national defense as creating a spirit of militarism 
and antagonism to other nations, but such talk is nothing 
short of arrant nonsense. The people who know what 











warfare actually means are the very people who hesitate 


before going to war, unless there is absolutely nothing 
else for it; but the men who jeer and talk in a light 
way about war are the first to cry out for war when 
trouble comes. ‘To join an organization connected with 
the defense of our islands does not savor of militarism, 
but shows that a man realizes his duty to his country, 
and is prepared to make himself efficient in its defense. 
If trouble ever does come to this country it will probably 
appear without warning or declaration of war, and for 
that reason we have always encouraged every scheme 
that has heen put forward to induce our male population, 
irrespective of age, to voluntarily qualify themselves for 
the duty of national defense. This duty has so far been 
carried out on veluntary lines, but where there are so 
many interests at stake, we think it only fair that all 
able-bodied men should co-operate in making efficient 
preparations for the possible evil day. We are not among 
those who believe in the gospel of panic which is at pres- 
ent being so sedulously preached all over the country ; 
but we certainly believe that the best way to secure im- 
munity from attack is to be thoroughly prepared for war, 
and he must be a bigot indeed who can scent ‘militarism’ 
in any such precaution.” 








Adachi Kinnosuke, in the Review of Reviews, states 
that in 1908 Japan spent $144,189,183 for the army and 
navy. “Since the Chinese war (that is to say, between 
April 1, 1895, and March 1, 1909)” continues the writer, 
“we spent for the army $376,985,088, and for the navy 
$313,443,.440, Within fourteen years, for the purpose of 
national defense alone, our empire, therefore, has been 
compelled to expend the grand total of $689,428,528. The 
expenditure on the Russian war is not counted in this 
amount. The war account was made independent of the 
general budget, and the entire war period is now treated 
as one financial year. After that tremendous expenditure 
we are told, and we ourselves know it well, that the navy 
of Japan is but a new-born babe. After spending $850,- 
000,000 in the Russian war, Japan is called upon to 
maintain the third greatest navy in the world to-day, and 
also to maintain an army which is, modestly, about four 
times as big as that of the United States. Our empire, 
moreover, is doing all this when her foreign trade is $149,- 
956,000 less than that of the Argentine Republic.” 





An officer of the U.S. Cavalry sends us a translation 
of an article from “Y.a Discusion,” published in Havana, 
Cuba, on May 22, in which reference was made to an 
article in the “Diario de la Marina,” which had at- 
terrpted to prejudice the Cubans against the Army of the 
United States, by saying that in case of another inter- 
vention the Army would come from the States “to amuse 
itself and take things easy.’ The Discusion retorted 
with this sine tribute to the manner in which the Army, 
under General Barry, finished its work as a force of paci- 
fication. “Many mistakes were made by the civil func- 
tionaries of intervention, but in everything that has ref- 
erence to the Army it would not have been possible to ex- 
ercise more discretion nor more delicately conduct itself 
in a foreign country. Precisely in this manner it re- 
mained in Camp Columbia without ostentation, without 
neise, and almost without the country seeing it, such 
being the splendid way in which it conducted itself.”

Major Louis L. Seaman, late U.S.V., who has just ar- 
rived in Paris from Mombasa, and spent some time with 
the Roosevelt party, had made an intimate study while 
in Africa of the sleeping sickness. He brought back the 
first news of the discovery of Dr. Schrin, a German, 
which completely upsets the theory of the English com- 
mission that the tsetse fly alone transmits the malady. Dr. 
Schrin proved that the fly becomes infected, thus estab- 
lishing “a cycle.” as is the case with the mosquito in 
yellow fever. The fly remains inoculated for fifty days. 
This discovery renders more difficult the solution of the 
problem of extinguishing the dread disease, as it ends the 
hope previously entertained of suppressing it by isolation.

Bids for 10,000,000 pounds of dynamite will be opened 
at the Panama Canal Commission headquarters in Wash- 
ington June 7, and the award will be made shortly there- 
after, so that the first consignment will reach the zone 
Aug. 1. Provision is made this year that Trojan powder 
may be accepted by the Commission if suitable bids, ac- 
companied with sufficient guarantee, are submitted. The 
dynamite is to be manufactured into sticks eight inches 
long and packed into boxes containing fifty pounds of the 
explosive. It is to be delivered at either Colon or La 
Boca. and will probably be taken to the zone on a tramp 
steamer.

The largest United States flag ever manufactured, says 
the Evening Wisconsin, was made by Mrs. Harry E. 
Mitchell, wife of Captain Mitchell, U.S.A., military in- 
structor at the Washington State College at Pullman. 
It is 110 feet long and 39 feet wide. Each of the thirteen 
red and white stripes is 3 feet wide, while the field of blue 
with huge white stars is 21 feet square. The flag when 
stretched across the front of a three-story brick building 
furnished a background for a full corps of cadets and offi- 
cers and bandsmen lined up in military order. 


GETTYSBURG MONUMENT TO REGULARS. 


In the presence of a host of Civil War veterans from 
many states, Miss Helen Taft, daughter of the Presi- 
dent, unveiled on the battlefield of Gettysburg on Deco- 
ration Day a monument in honor of the Regular soldiers 
who fell in that memorable conflict. The memorial is of 
granite and was erected by Congress in belated recogni- 
tion of the valor of the Regular Army men who had so 
glorious a part in stemming the tide of Confederate in- 
vasion. The shaft stands close to the Bloody Angle, 
where the hottest action of the battle occurred. President 
Taft, who made the principal address of the day, arrived 
at 10 o'clock, accompanied by his brother, Charles P. 
Taft; Capt. A. W. Butt, U.S.A., military aide, and others, 
The Presidential party was met by Lieut. Col. John P. 
Nicholson, Major Charles A. Richardson, and Gen. L. L. 
Lomax, members of the Gettysburg National Park Com- 
mission. Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff, 
and Brig. Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon, president of the 
Army War College, were among the first to greet Mr. 
Taft on his arrival. About 14,000 visitors were at Get- 
tysburg, making one of the largest gatherings ever seen 
there. 


Colonel Nicholson, chairman of the Park Commission, 

rode in the automobile over the battlefield with the Presi- 
dent and Charles P. Taft and General Bell and gave a 
brief description of the fighting at every point. Mr. Taft 
passed through the National Cemetery, where the graves 
of the unknown dead were decorated with flowers and 
small American flags. Secretary Dickinson, Mrs. Dick- 
inson, Assistant Secretary of War Oliver, Brig. Gen, Wil- 
liam Crozier and Brig. Gen. Clarence Edwards arrived 
shortly after noon. 
_ On the return of the Chief Executive from the battle- 
field the parade was formed under the command of Col. 
Calvin D. Cowles, 5th U.S. Inf. The following organiza- 
tions were in the line: The 5th U.S. Infantry, Major 
Charles L. Beckurts, commanding ; 2d Battalion, 84 Field 
Artillery, Major C. G. Treat, commanding ; 1st Squadron, 
15th U.S. Cavalry, Major F. S. Foltz commanding. The 
right of the column was taken by a provisional regiment 
of Coast Artillerymen from the Delaware, Potomac 
and Baltimore Coast Artillery districts. The Presi- 
dent. and distinguished officials followed in carriages, 
survivors of the Regular Army acting as escort to Mr. 
Taft. Just before reaching the monument the troops 
were drawn up in line on both sides of Meade avenue, 
presenting arms, and the Presidential party passed be- 
tween the lines. 
. The exercises at the unveiling were presided over by 
Colonel Nicholson and began with the rendition of 
“America” by the band of the 13th Coast Artillery. 
Chaplain Horace A. Chouinard, 5th U.S. Inf., offered 
prayer, and then Miss Taft pulled the silken cord, and 
as the covering of several American flags fell from the 
monument, Battery D, 3d Field Artillery, fired a na- 
tional salute. The smoke of the salute was still hovering 
in the air when President Taft stepped forward and de- 
livered the following address: 
_ The fear of a standing army entertained by our ancestors 
is seen in the constitutional restrictions and the complaints 
registered in the Declaration of Independence. It has al- 
ways been easy to awaken prejudice against the possible ag- 
gressions of a regular army and a professional soldiery, an 
correspondingly difficult to create among the people that love 
and pride in the Army which we find to-day, and frequently 
in the history of the country, aroused on behalf of the Navy. 
This has led to a varied and changeable policy in respect to 
the Regular Army. At times it has been reduced to almost 
nothing. In 1784 there were but eighty men who constituted 
the Regular Army of the United States, and Battery F, of 
the 4th Artillery, comprised fifty-five of them; but generally 
the absolute necessities in the defense of the country against 
the small wars, which embrace so large a part of our history, 
have induced the maintenance of a regular force, small, to be 
sure, but one so well trained and effective as always to re- 
flect eredit upon the nation. 

In the War of 1812, had we had a regular army of 10,000 
men, trained as such an army would have been, we should 
have been spared the humiliation of the numerous levies of 
untrained troops and the enormous expense of raising an 
army on paper of 400,000 or 500,000 men, because with an 
effective force of 10,000 men we might have promptly cap- 
tured Canada and ended the war. 

The service rendered by the Regular Army in the Mexican 
War was far greater in proportion than that which it ren- 
dered in the Civil War, and the success which attended the 
campaigns of Taylor and of Scott were largely due to that 
body of men. 

To the little army of 25,000 men that survived the Civil 
War we owe the opening up of the entire Western country. 
The hardships and the trials of frontier Indian campaigns 
which made possible the construction of the Pacific railroads, 
have never been fully recognized by our people. And the 
bravery and courage and economy of force compared with 
the task performed shown by our Regular troops have never 
been adequately commemorated by Congress or the nation. 

The profession of arms has always been an honorable one 
and under conditions of modern warfare it has become highly 
technical and requires years of experience and study to adapt 
the officers and men to its requirements. 

To-day, as a result of the Spanish War, the added responsi- 
bilities of our new dependencies in the Philippines, Porto 
Rico and for some time in Cuba, with a sense of the im- 
portance of our position as a world power, have led to the 
increase in our Regular Army to a larger force than ever 
before in the history of the country, but not larger in propor- 
tion to the increase in the population and wealth than in 
the early years of the republic. It should not be reduced. 

The general purpose of Congress and the American people, 
if one can say there is a plan or purpose, is to have such a 
nucleus as a regular army, that it may furnish a skeleton 
for rapid enlargement in times of a war to a force ten or 
twenty times its size, and at the same time be an appropriate 
instrument for accomplishing the purpose of the Government 
in crises likely to arise other than a war. 

Upon the side of the North many of the officers were 
drafted to command the volunteer troops from the states, 
while the Regular Army, aggregating about 10,000 at the 
opening of the, war, was increased to abott 25,000 in its 
first year. More than half this army was engaged in the 
battle of Gettysburg. 

At West Point we have been able to prepare a body of 
professional soldiers, well trained, to officer an army, and 
numerous enough at the opening of the Civil War to give 
able commanders to both sides of that internecine strife. 

With my intimate knowledge of the Regular Army, its 
high standard of duty, the efficiency of its soldiers and the 
high character of its men, I have seized this opportunity to 
come here to testify to the pride which the nation should 
have in its Regular Army, and to dedicate this monument 
to the predecessors of the present Regular Army on a field 
on which it won undying glory and perpetual gratitude from 
the nation which it served. 

It had not the local associations, it had not the friends 
and neighbors of the volunteer forces, to see to it that its 
deeds of valor were properly recorded and the value of its 
services suitably noted in the official records by legislative 
and Congressional action, and it has now to depend upon the 
truth of history and in the cold, calm, retrospect of the 
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war as it was to secure from Congress this suitable memorial 
s the work in the saving of the country which it wrought 
‘here. 

All honor to the Regular Army of the United States. Never 
‘in its history has it had a stain upon its escutcheon. With 
no one to blow its trumpets, with no local feeling or pride 
to bring forth its merits, quietly and as befits a force organ- 
ized to maintain civil institutions and subject always to the 
civil control, it has gone on doing the duty which it was its 
purpose to do, accepting without a murmur the dangers of 
war, whether upon the trackless stretches of our Western 
frontier, exposed to arrows and the bullets of the Indian, or 
in the jungles and the rice paddies of the Philippines, on the 
‘hills and in the valleys about Santiago in Cuba, or in the 
‘tremendous campaigns of the Civil War itself, and it has 
never failed to make a record of duty done that should satisfy 
the most exacting lover of his country. 

The President stood within a short distance of the 
spot where Abraham Lincoln made his famous address 
forty-five years ago. At the conclusion of the President’s 
speech, Secretary of War Dickinson, in words that have 
attracted much attention because, though coming from a 
born Southerner, they expressed rejoicing over the down- 
fall of the Confederacy, transferred the monument to the 
Gettysburg National Park Commission, and Colonel Nich- 
olson received it in behalf of the Commission. After the 
formal exercises President Taft reviewed the troops and 
later made an address from the platform of his car. The 
most striking part of Secretary Dickinson’s address was 
that which essayed to define the attitude of the South to- 
day toward the Lost Cause. After picturing the hostile 
frontiers bristling with forts and cannon from the Atlan- 
tic to the western border of Texas between the Confed- 
eracy and the North, and the hate and rivalry between 
the sections as intense as that between France and Ger- 
many, which would have resulted from the success of the 
South, Mr. Dickinson said: ‘‘At this day there are in 
the South but few, if any, who would not turn swiftly 
with sentiments of abhorrence from any suggestion that 
it would have been better for the South if it had succeed- 
ed in establishing an independent government.” 

The organizations of the Regular Army that took part 
in the battle of Gettysburg were these: Engineers—de- 
tachment; Cavalry—Ist, 2d, 5th and 6th Regiments; Ar- 
tillery—Batteries E, G, H, I and K, 1st Art.; Batteries 
A, B, D, L and M. 2d Art.: Batteries C, F and K, 3d 
Art.; Batteries A, B, C, F, G and K, 4th Art.; Batteries 
Cc, D, F, I and K, 5th Art.; Infantry—2d, 3d, 4th, 6th, 
Tth, Sth, 10th, 11th, 12th, 14th and 17th Regiments. 

The organizations whose valor is commemorated by this 
‘monument must not be considered the only representatives 
of the Regular Army that took part in the battle of Get- 
tysburg. Inspection of the official records of that engage- 
ment show that nearly all the high commanding officers 
were of the Army,.while many of the Volunteer regi- 
ments contained officers of the Army. Beginning with 
the general commanding the whole of the operations, we 
find that Major Gen. George G. Meade was a graduate of 
the Military Academy, class of 1835, and with the excep- 
tion of six years from 1836 to 1842, during which time 
he was engaged in engineering in civil lifé, he was con- 
tinously a member of the Regular Army. All the mem- 
bers of his staff at Gettysburg, with the exception of Ma- 
jor Gen. Daniel Butterfield, chief of staff, and Capt. L. 
3. Norton, chief signal officer, were officers of the Regu- 
lar Army. These included such well-known men as Gen. 
M. R. Patrick, provost marshal general; Gen. Seth Wil- 
liams, adjutant general; Gen. Edmund Schriver, inspec- 
jor general; Gen. Rufus Ingalls, Q.M.G.; Col. Henry F. 
Clarke, chief commissary: Major Jonathan Letterman, 
surgeon, chief of Medical Department; Gen. G. K. War- 
ren, chief engineer; Major D. W. Flagler, chief ordnance 
officer: Gen. Alfred Pleasonton, chief of Cavalry; and 
Gen, Henry J. Hunt, chief of Artillery. The corps com- 
manders were nearly all from the Regular Army, holding 
Volunteer commands, as did other Regular officers, whose 
names follow. Of the 1st Corps, Major Gen. John F. 
Reynolds was the permanent commander, and when he 
was killed in action his place was taken by Gen. O. O. 
Yloward, of the Army. 

Major Gen. Abner Doubleday commanded the 1st Corps 
-on July 1, and Major Gen. John Newton commanded en 
July 2 and 3. Both these officers were of the Army. The 
‘permanent commander of the 2d Corps was Major Gen. 
Winfield Scott Hancock. who on being wounded was re- 
placed by Major Gen. John Gibbon, both officers of the 
Regular Army. The 5th Corps was commanded by Major 
Gen. George Sykes, of the Regular Army, and the 6th 
Corps by Major Gen, John Sedgwick. The 11th Corps 
had Major Gen. O. O. Howard for its permanent com- 
mander, an officer of the Regular Army. The Cavalry 
‘Corps was commanded by General Pleasonton, of the 
Regular Army, while the Artillery Reserve was under 
‘the command of Brig. Gen. R. O. Tyler, of the Regular 
Army, who when he was disabled was replaced by Capt. 
John M. Robertson, also of the Regular Army.- That 
‘is. of the eight corps engaged in the battle, six were 
commanded by Regulars—the 1st, 2d, 5th, 6th, 11th, and 
‘Cavalry—and two by Volunteers—the 3d and 12th. 

Taking a survey of the division commanders we find the 
Regular Army strongly represented there. In the 1st 
Corps, the Second Division was commanded by Brig. Gen. 
John C. Robinson, and the Third by General Doubleday. 
‘The second and third divisions of the 3d Corps were com- 
manded, respectively, by Gens. John Gibbon and Alexan- 
der Hays. The second division of the 3d Corps was in 
‘command of Gen. A. A. Humphreys. In the 5th Corps 
‘the three divisions were under Regular officers, Gens. 
-James Barnes, Romeyn B. Ayres and S. Wiley Crawford. 
‘Also in the 6th Corps, the three divisions were in com- 
‘mand of Regular officers, Gens. H. G. Wright, A. P. 
Howe and Frank Wheaton. In the 11th Corps, Gen. 
Adelbert Ames, of the Regular Army, took command after 
the wounding of Gen. Francis C. Barlow. One of the 
two divisions of the 12th Corps. the 1st, was in command 
of a Regular, Gen. Thomas H. Ruger. Of the three 
divisions of the Cavalry Corps, two were under Regulars. 
the First, commanded by Gen. John Buford, and the 
Third, commanded by Gen. Judson Kilpatrick. To give a 
‘list of the Regular officers who commanded brigades would 
“be to encroach too much upon our space, but we will cite 
the brigades of the Second Division of the 5th Corps. 
‘Here the 1st and 2d Brigades of the three brigades were 
made up entirely of Regular troops, and of the regimental 
-commanders two were wounded, Capt. H. W. Freedley, 
“3d U.S. Inf., and Major A. T. Lee, 2d U.S. Infantry. 

Not all the officers who have been credited to the Regu- 
lar Army in the battle of Gettysburg were actually in 
the Army at the opening of the war. Some were gradu- 
ates of the Military Academy who had gone into civil 
‘life and some who had been appointed to the Army from 
civil life and had returned to civil pursuits came back to 
the colors at the opening of the war. These are properly 
classed as Regular Army officers, for they had had the 
training of the Regular Army. They could not be classed 
as Volunteers and fell naturally into the Army list. In 
the readable history of the battle by Major Gen. Abner 
“Doubleday one finds many interesting sidelights on the 


personal character of men who were prominently identi- 
fied with the conflict. Of Major Gen. John }*. Reynolds, 
who commanded the 1st Corps till killed, the book says: 
“Reynolds had the true spirit of the soldier. He was a 
Pennsylvanian and, inflamed at seeing the devastation of 
his native state, was most desirous of getting at the enemy 
as soon as possible. He told me at Poolesville that it 
was necessary to attack the enemy at once, to prevent his 
plundering the whole state. He determined to advance 
and occupy Gettysburg.” What would have happened in 
the wavering councils of the generals in Meade’s head- 
quarters when a retreat was favored after the second day’s 
fight if that great Pennsylvanian officer of the Regular 
Army had been present to lend his earnest word against 
any thought of yielding a foot of territory of his beloved 
state to the enemy! Unfortunately for the Union cause 
Reynolds was killed in the first day’s fight. Surrounded 
by his staff he had ridden out to the edge of the woods, to 
estimate the importance of the advance of Archer’s Con- 
federate brigade, which was crossing Willoughby’s Run. 
The famous Iron Brigade was going into the woods on one 
side and Archer on the other. Reynolds was ever turn- 
ing his head to see whether our troops would be up in 
time. While looking back in this way, a Southern sharp- 
shooter shot him through the back of the head, the bullet 
coming out near the eye. He died instantly. Who can 
appreciate the importance of that shot to the cause of the 
Confederates? With Reynolds in his councils, perhaps 
Meade would not have deferred his pursuit and allowed 
Lee to get his army away. 

The quickness with which the trained eye of an Army 
engineer can estimate the value of a position was illus- 
trated by the saving of Little Round Top by General 
Warren, chief engineer on the staff of General Meade. 
Warren had ridden to the signal station on the Top to 
get a better view of the field. He saw the long line of 
the enemy approaching and instantly realized that this 
eminence was the key of the battlefield and must be held 
at all hazards. Barnes’s division was formed for a charge 
and about to go to the relief of De Trobriand, who held 
the center of Birney’s line and was sore beset. Without 
losing a moment he spurred down the hill, over to Barnes, 
took the responsibility of detaching Vincent’s brigade and 
hurried it back to take post on Little Round Top. When 
the Confederates rushed up the slope, expecting to find 
it undefended, they were met with a galling fire and the 
Top was saved for the Union forces. 

We referred a few lines back to the leaven of Army 
officers distributed through the Volunteer forces. One 
illustration of this is strikingly recorded by General Dou- 
bleday. On Vincent’s right was posted the 140th New 
York, under Col. Patrick H. O’Rorke, a brilliant young 
officer who had just been graduated at the head of his 
class at the Military Academy. The regiment came upon 
the fieid just after the Confederates had driven back the 
tight. In advancing to his exposed position the gallant 
young Colonel O’Rorke was killed. His death threw his 
inen into some confusion, but General Vincent rallied the 
line and repulsed the assault. In doing so he exposed 
himself too much and was killed by a sharpshooter. Gen- 
eral Weed, who was on the crest with Hazlett’s Regular 
battery, was mortally wounded in the same way, and as 
Hazlett leaned over to hear his last message, a fatal bul- 
let struck him also and he dropped dead on the body of 
his chief, 

When Armistead’s brigade in Pickett’s charge met the 
brigade commanded by Gen. Alex. S. Webb, there oc- 
curred one of the most heroic exhibitions of the battle. 
Lieut. A. H. Cushing, in command of Battery B, 4th U.S. 
Artillery, had been mortally wounded in the abdomen, 
but as Pickett’s advance appeared, young Cushing, hold- 
ing ou to his intestines with one hand, ran his only gun 
down to the fence with the other, and said: ‘Webb, I 
will give them one more shot.” At the moment of the 
last discharge he called out, “Good-bye,” and fell dead 
at the post of duty. 

The intensity of the fighting in the charge of Pickett’s 
division may be judged from the fact that two-thirds of 
the command were killed, wounded or captured. Every 
brigade commander and every field officer except one fell. 
“Lee and Longstreet had seen the blue flag of Virginia 
over the crest occupied by the Union troops. It seemed 
the harbinger of great success to Lee. He thought the 
Union army was conquered at last. The long struggle 
was over and peace would soon come with the acknowl- 
edgment of the independence of the Confederacy. It was 
but a passing dream; the flag receded and soon the plain 
was covered with fugitives making their way to the rear. 

THancock’s 2d Corps lost in killed and wounded 32.8 per 
cent. of its 12,141 effectives. The Confederates lost 30.10 
per cent., and the Union forces 21.2 per cent. in killed and 
wounded, 17,684 being hit in the Union army and 22,638 
in the Confederate army. The Confederates gained 
ground during the two days, were checked on the third 
day and then after some delay ‘left the field in the pos- 
session of their adversaries. Estimating the effectives as 
98 per cent. of Infantry and 85 per cent. of Cavalry, Liv- 
ermore makes the number on the field as Union, 83,289; 
Confederates, 75,054. 

The ceremonies of the dedication were: Monday, 
May 31, 1909, two p.m. Music, “America,” 13th Coast 
Artillery Corps Band; prayer, Chaplain H. N. Chouinard, 
hth U.S. Inf.: address by Hon. William H. Taft, Presi- 
dent of the United States: unveiling of the monument, 
Miss Helen M. Taft: music, “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” 13th Coast Artillery Corps Band; national salute, 
Battery D. 3d Field Art., troops presenting arms; ad- 
dress by the Hon. Secretary of War, J. M. Dickinson, 
transferring the monument to the Gettysburg National 
I'ark Commission; response by Lieut. Col. John P. 
Nicholson, chairman; laurel wreaths placed at the base 
of the monument by the oldest surviving regimental or 
battery commander present; taps, by trumpeters en 
masse; review of the troops by the President. 


MEMORIAL DAY PARADE, NEW YORK. 


The parade and review on Memorial Day (May 31) in 
Manhattan, Brooklyn and the Bronx, New York city, 
was a great success, and taking advantage of the fine day 
the routes were thronged with spectators. 

The soldiers, sailors and marines from the Regular 


and state forces all made a fine appearance as escort to 
the fast disappearing ranks of the veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Then there were Spanish War 
veterans, garrisons of the Army and Navy Union and 
cadet battalions, all of whom were an interesting feature 
of the parade, and shared with the veterans of the Civil 
War, and the other organization, the applause of the 
spectators, 








MANHATTAN PARADE. 

The grand marshal of the parade in Manhattan was Capt. 
Thomas O'Reilly, of the G.A.R., and his adjutant general was 
Col. I. Isaacs. The assistant adjutant generals were Cols. 
J. W. Ellis, Francis Spier and E. B. Demarest, Lieut. F. J. 


Schleder and Sergt. J. J. McCarthy. Others of the G.A.R. 
prominent in arranging the exercises of the day were Gen. 
George B. Loud and Col. Edward J. Atkinson, secretary. 

Mayor George B. McOlellan reviewed the parade from a 
stand on Riverside Drive, in front of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Monument. His escort to the reviewing point was 
the Old Guard, under Major S. Ellis Briggs. The special 
guard of honor at the review stand was the Veteran Corps of 
Artillery, S.N.Y., Major Charles Elliott Warren. 

The parade passed as follows: 3d, 84th, 98th, 53d, 157th 
and 56th Companies of U.S. Coast Artillery Corps, in com- 
mand of Major H. O. Schumm, equalized into twelve com- 
mands. The salutes of officers in some cases were poorly ren- 
dered, and several failed to salute at all. Instead of coming 
to the salute at six paces from the reviewing officers some 
saluted at about twenty paces. Several of the platoons were 
in command of non-commissioned officers. The saluting of 
officers in many of the following organizations was careless in 
a number of instances. 

Following the Artillerymen came bluejackets and marines 
from the navy yard, New York, under command of Lieut. 
Comdr. Yates Stirling, jr., with other officers as follows:

First Battalion of Naval Militia, Capt. A. E. Kalbach, with 
white working suits. 

While all the troops made an excellent showing, the 7th, 
in correct company distance, company fronts and salutes, is 
fairly entitled to the honors. This command, and also the 
71st, wore their distinctive full dress uniforms, with white 
trousers, and Squadron A wore its distinctive Huzzar uniforms, 
which helped to show them off to advantage. 

Veterans of the Grand Army, with tattered battle flags, 
followed the active military, some lame, yet marching along 
gamely, and some in carriages. Camps of the Sons of Vet- 
erans were also among those parading with the G.A.R. Spanish 
War veterans, Army and Navy Union and cadet battalions 
made up the rest of the parade, and at its conclusion 
interesting memorial exercises were held at the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Monument. 

RROOKLYN PARADE. 

In Brooklyn the parade was under command of Grand 
Marshal Alexander S. Merritt, and the column was reviewed 
by Governor P -ghes at Eastern Parkway and Bedford ave- 
nue.

Then came the Grand Army division of some twenty posts, 
the Naval Guard and Zouave Guard. There were also ten 
camps of Spanish War veterans in line and Sons of Veterans. 
All the military looked well and marched well, and all the 
parading organizations evoked frequent and hearty applause. 

BRONX PARADE. 

Up in the Bronx President Louis H. Haffen, of the Bor- 
ough, was the reviewing officer. Four companies of U.S. 
Coast Artillery, from Fort Totten, and two from Fort Schuy- 
ler, under command of Lieut. Col. Albert OC. Blunt, U.S.A., 
headed the parade. Then followed Col. W. B. Hotchkin, 22d 
Regt., acting brigade commander, and staff, and the 8th 
Regiment, Col. Elmore F. Austin, sixteen commands of twelve 
files; the 22d Engineers, Lieut. Col. J. G. R. Lilliendahl, 
seventeen commands of twelve files, and the 2d Battery, Capt. 
L. F. Sherry, four sections. Some 150 veterans of the Grand 
Army were in line. 


SEA GIRT RIFLE MATCHES. 


Riflemen look forward to the coming season of the New 
Jersey State Rifle Range at Sea Girt with great interest. 
Aside from routine practice there will be a tournament 
in which the states of New Jersey, New York and Penn- 
syivania have combined té offer a program of unusual 
attractiveness. It will continue from Sept. 3 to Sept. 11, 
and with it will close the rifle shooting season of 1909, as 
far as outdoor work is concerned. The Jersey coast is at 
its best at this time and the attractions of Sea Girt and 
the vicinity are known to all riflemen. 

The principal match of the New Jersey State Rifle Asso- 
ciation will be the Dryden Match for teams of eight, with 
$300 cash, and the Dryden Trophy. For teams of six there 
is the Briggs Trophy. With this goes $110 in prizes. The 
Marine Corps, which won the match last year, is ineligible 
this year, the match being confined to regimental and bat- 
talion organizations. The Company Team Match for teams 
of five carries medals for the three winning teams and cash 
prizes. In the Company Team Match (Tyro) the winning 
team will receive the Peters Trophy and gold medals, with 
medals to the members of the second and third teams. The 
Columbia Trophy Match, for teams of six, will have five cash 
prizes and medals and the trophy to the winning team. The 
Cavalry team match will be restricted to teams of five from 
regiments, squadrons or troops of cavalry, signal corps or 
engineer corps, or the division or brigade staff, or any regi- 
mental field and staff. There will be three cash prizes, with 
gold medals, to the members of the winning team. In the 
Gould rapid-fire match the conditions call for a skirmish run 
and ten shots at 200 yards. This match is open to teams of 
six men, and there will be five cash prizes, the Gould Trophy 
and medals. 

Unusual interest attaches to the ‘‘Nevada Trophy’’ match, 
which will be shot for this year for the first time in many 
years, the match having been revived by the Army and Navy 
Journal, in whose custody the trophy has been for a long 
time. It now seems as though it would be the first match 
in America in which the modern rifle will be used at 1,200 
yards. The conditions call for ten shots at 600, 900 and 
1,200 yards. The winner will receive the Nevada Trophy 
and a medallion, and there will be nine cash prizes. The 
Spencer Match has also been moved back to 1,200 yards to 
encourage long-distance shooting. It calls for fifteen shots 
per man at this distance and carries a gold medal, presented 
by Gen. Bird W. Spencer, and eight cash prizes. It will 
attract a large field of ‘‘cracks’’ who are anxious to get at 
the 1,200-yard range. Another new match is entitled the 
‘‘Swiss Trophy Match,’’ the prize for which will be a bronze 
figure, presented by Hugo Neuburger, of New York and 
Zurich, a rifle enthusiast. It will be shot at 500 yards, prob- 
ably the easiest distance on the range, and will thus serve 
its purpose of attracting as many contestants as possible, 
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even among amateurs, as it is open to everybody. The Swiss 
Trophy Match will carry eight cash prizes. 

Other matches are the Veteran Organization Team Matc* 
Sea Girt Championship Match, for which the medal is given 
by Gov. Franklin Fort, and which has fifteen cash prizes; 
Off-Hand Match, with four cash prizes; Hale Match, for 
trophy and eight cash prizes; Press Match, for trophy and 
three cash prizes; Officers’ and Inspectors’ Match, with badge 
and ten cash prizes; Individual Rapid-Fire Match at 300 
yards, with five cash prizes; All-Comers’ Military Match, with 
five cash prizes; Hays Match, with six cash prizes; Gen. 
E. P. Meany Match, gold badge and six cash prizes; N.J.S.R.A. 
Trophy Match, for prize and five cash prizes; Reading Match, 
for gold medal and eight cash prizes; Lehmberg Trophy 
Match, for American flag and cash prizes; together with 
souvenir medal and various revolver matches. 

The matches of the New York State Rifle Association in- 
clude the following, all prizes being on the percentage basis. 
Company Team Match, three prizes; McAlpin Trophy, at 200, 
600 and 1,000 yards, trophy and two prizes; Cruikshank

The matches of the Pennsylvania State Rifle Asseciation, 
which have never been shot at Sea Girt before, include the 
following: The Maxim Long-range Match, which will show 
something new to the rifle world, as the conditions permit 
the use of the Maxim silencer. This match calls for ten 
shots at 1,000 yards. The Keystone Long-range Match, ten 
shots at 900 yards; Mid-range Match, at 500 yards, and a 
Members’ Match. 





LIMITATIONS OF GUARD SERVICE. 

Poor Solomon with his multiplicity of wives has had so 
much to answer for that we are not surprised to receive 
a letter from a young Infantry lieutenant protesting 
against the assertion in the New York World of May 18 
that “Solomon commissioned Uriah captain in his best 
fighting outfit and sent him out on the firing line to get 
killed.” This statement is found in a two-column article 
signed “Dixie” on “When Will Our Army Stop Grow- 
ing?” In discussing so large a question as Army in- 
crease, the writer is not to be pardoned for confusing 
Solomon and David, for the latter’s organization of the 
Jewish fighting men has been copied in many particulars 
in modern German and other army systems. 

This is not the only mistake in this article which the 
World deemed worthy of editorial laudation. After mak- 
ing the totally unwarranted assertion that the demand 
for an increase in the Army is due to a desire on the part 
of legislators to get their “nearest male relatives on the 
Army list.” this critic discloses the same limitations as 
to knowledge of the conditions surrounding the develop- 
ment and maintenance of an army that most civilians la- 
bor under when they approach the subject of national 
defense. He is unable to see why we cannot “meet the 
call for more military efficiency and force by giving our 
citizen soldier a better training and still leaving him 
among the ranks of the producers of the nation. We have 
125,000 officers and men of the National Guard. Why 
not make it 200,000, give them thirty days’ training each 
year, and pay them for it?’ 

How simple all that is; just call out the citizen soldiers 
for a month each year and the thing is done. In the 
first place, neither thirty days’ training a year nor twice 
that amount will fit the citizens of this or any other 
country for the proper defense of the nation. Adequate 
military training is something more than a matter of 
merely thirty days’ training. The officers’ training is the 
serious purpose of a life devoted to the military pro- 
fession. The countries of Europe, like France and 
Germany, where universal military service is compulsory, 
think that three years is not too long a time for the mak- 
ing of a soldier. 

Another consideration deals with the question of how 
the men who form the National Guard are to be got out 
for thirty days. It is hard enough now in many instances 
for Guardsmen to find the time required for the present 
camp season, which is limited to one week as a general 
thing. The men now receive pay for their services when 
doing a tour of duty in state camp or in the joint maneu- 
vers with the Regulars. If Guardsmen knew that they 
would have to give one whole month each year, there 
would be no enlistments. As we before have pointed out. 
the National Guard is composed of young men who are 
trying to combine business with some study of serious 
military problems, and to ask such persons to give one- 
twelfth of the year to the military Service would be ask- 
ing altogether too much of them. Many skilled workmen 
now without complaint give a week in the summer to do 
military duty and receive no pay from the firm while so 
absent. They give up a wage of $4 or more a day, and 
receive from the state only $1.25. If they had to make 
such a sacrifice for thirty days, who would make up to 
them the Joss in money? Could a workman with a family 
be expected thus to deplete his income? 

The World writer has much to say about the splendid 
military establishment of Switzerland, but that country 
has compulsory military service, and. as we have often 
said, any country that has that qualification in its citi- 
zenship laws is pretty sure to have an adequate system 
of public defense. If the World will join with the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL in advocating universal military 
training for the United States. perhaps then we shall be 
in the way to have a thoroughly reliable body of citizen 
soldiers ready for and equal to emergencies. That the 
World's critic does not keep in touch with military mat- 
ters is shown by his remark that the Philippine Scouis 
cost about one-half what the Regular does in the Islands. 
He evidently has net read the paper by Capt. John R. M. 
Taylor, 14th U.S. Inf., in the May Journal of the U.S. 
Infantry Association, on “A Filipino Army.” He finds 
that the idea that the Scouts are a cheaper organization 
than the Regulars is based on errors of computation. 
While there is an apparent saving of seven cents in the 
ration of the native soldier, if the cost of transportation 
is added in, it will be found that the saving is only ap- 
parent, and that there is little if any difference, — 

We know no more ungracious remark that has been 
made about the military establishment for years than is 
contained in the closing paragraph of the letter we are 
reviewing. To intimate that the General Staff is putting 
off the improvement of the National Guard until the ques- 
tion of Army increase is attended to and the personal am- 
bitions of the officers are satisfied is to display a total 


ignorance of the rapid progress made in the National 
Guard in the last half decade through the assistance, en- 
couragement and hard work of the officers of the Army, 
including those of the General Staff. No student has 
failed to remark the changes that have come into the Na- 
tional Guard as a result of the carrying out of the pro- 
visions of the Dick bill. We would recommend to the 
editor of the World that he read the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL of Jan. 6, 1906, in which we discussed the sub- 
ject of the “National Guard as a Reserve.” Therein are 
given the opinions of several high state officers on the 
best way to add to the efficiency of the Guard, and all 
bear testimony to the cordial and hearty co-operation of 
the officers of the Army. 





CONFEDERATE FORCES AND LOSSES. 


A correspondent calls our attention to some specula- 
tions as to the strength of the Confederate armies during 
the Civil War, which appear in the Confederate Veteran, 
a paper devoted to the exploitation of the “lost cause.” 
Our correspondent calls in question the figures given in the 
paper we refer to, but there is no way of proving or dis; 
proving them. General Cooper, the Adjutant General of 
the Confederaté army, stated soon after the war that 
there was no summary of the number who were under 
arms on the Confederate side in existence. The returns 
of killed are also very imperfect. Hence the data as to 
Confederate forces and losses are largely a matter of cal- 
culations which are apt to be more or less affected by the 
predilections of the calculator. Col. Thomas L. Liver- 
more, a Civil War veteran and a cousin of Col. W. A. 
Livermore, U.S.A., published some years ago an octavo 
volume devoted entirely to a calculation of the numbers 
and losses in the Civil War. As the result of an elaborate 
calculation based on the census, he makes the total of the 
Confederate armies 1,239,000; another estimate, based 
upon deductions for what is known of the number and 
average strength of Confederate regiments, gives a total 
of 1,406,000. The estimate of the War Records Office is 
1,000,000, and that of Colonel Cassellman, of the Pension 
Office, in the Century for March, 1892, page 792, 
1,500,000. This last approaches Colonel Livermore's esti- 
mate based upon regimental returns. There is not to be 
found in the Confederate papers published in War Rec- 
ords any return of the total present and absent in the 
Confederate armies at any date. The number fur- 
nished for the Union army was 2,898,304. Of those, 
1,044,211 served from thirty-three months to three 
years, 42.387 from twenty-two to twenty-four months, 
309,250 from twelve to eighteen months and 161,840 
for nine months or less. The service of most of 
the Confederates was continuous through the war, the 
average period being three years: the shortest periods be- 
ing sixteen months, one and two years. Colonel Liver- 
more says: 

“The Records show that 385.245 were killed and 
wounded in the Union army, while it has been gathered 
from the official reports, and, in their absence, from Con- 
federate estimates of the loss in each engagement, that 
94,000 were killed or mortally wounded in the Confeder- 
ate army, which, in the usual ratio of 1 to 2.5, would indi- 
cate a total loss in killed and wounded of 329,000. More 
men were hit on the Confederate than on the Union side in 
forty-eight battles, in which over 46 per cent. of the 
Union loss occurred. Taken alone, the ratio between 
losses warrants no deduction of the ratio between num- 
bers. An army inferior in numbers, other conditions be- 
ing equal, may lose as many men as a larger one opposing 
it, by keeping its individuals Jonger under fire. Without 
the bravery and resolution to do this to an extraordinary 
extent, the Confederates could not have prolonged the 
Civil War for four years, and, by so many battles, against 
the superior numbers of the Union army. 

“It is possible that the total of 329,000 for the Con- 
federate killed and wounded is too large, because the ratio 
of 2.5 wounded to 1 killed or mortally wounded, which 
prevailed in the Union army, may be too large for the 
Confederate army, in which insufficient surgical attend- 
ance and hospital supplies and inadequate hospitals may 
have caused a greater mortality among the wounded. 

“With all these things taken into account, the long and 
resolute contest maintained by the South, and their many 
successes against superior numbers, must always com- 
mand admiration. The fact that their attitude was main- 
ly defensive is not enough alone to account for all they 
achieved; and careful study of the campaigns and bat- 
tles, with the statistics of losses, leads to the belief not 
only that the Southern leaders were, at least up to 1864, 
bolder in taking risks than their opponents, but also thar 
they pushed their forces under fire very nearly to the 
limit of endurance. But good generals cannot fight bat- 
tles as the Confederates fought them without extraordi- 
narily good soldiers.” 

Colonel Livermore gives the following instructive tables 
of losses in different battles under the varying conditions 
of victories and defeats:

AEROPLANE AND SUBMARINE. 


In spite of the repeated statements of the Wright broth- 
ers that the aeroplane is only in the experimental stage, 
and that so far they can see no use for it commercially 
or militarily, we find otherwise serious people carried 
away into the wildest realms of imagination as to the 
immediate change which the flying machine is to cause 
in the art of warfare. Here is the Buffalo Express, for 
example, which sees the aeroplane and submarine in 
early and deadly strife. We have heard of fish hawks 
eatching fish and ducks being dragged under the water by 
inhabitants of the deep, but as a general rule the deni- 
zens of the air, like those of the water, confine their at- 
tacks to those of their kind. The Express says: “The 
aeroplane is the deadly enemy of the submarine. At the 
present time all ships in time of war are exposed to the 
serious danger of submarine attack. If our ships were 
equipped with aereplanes, this danger would be done 
away with.” We have already had prophets peopling the 
sky with aeroplanes raining tons of explosives down 
upon devoted cities, although Wright’s best machine can 
searcely carry two persons, but here we have the aero- 
plane converted into an engine of destruction whose fu- 
ture we can only shudderingly guess at. Will it swoop 
down with great hooks like an eagle on its prey, dive into 
the seething flood. clamp the hooks around the body of 
the submarine and soar away into the empyrean blue with 
its prize, or will it, as it flies swiftly over—for the aero- 
plane must keep moving to remain in the air—so accurate- 
ly judge the submarine’s position that it will be able to 
discharge an explosive that will not mind the water, but 
go right on down, get under the submarine and blow it 
up? On newly formed ice on lakes we used as a boy on 
skates to chase fish which we could see through the ice. 
So perhaps the aeroplane will just get its eye on the poor, 
luckless submarine far below the surface and dog it 
around till the poor underwater victim will rise to the 
surface and cry quits. Not satisfied with putting the sub- 
marine out of business, the Express has the aeroplane 
“taking a position over a fleet or fort and blowing it to 
atoms with the proper explosives.” Since the chief factor 
in the success of the aeroplane is rapid movement and 
since it cannot even start without a run, a stationary 
aeroplane would be a rare sight indeed. 

In all the discussion about the changes to be wrought 
by aeroplanes, it should be borne in mind that the ad- 
vance in air navigation presented by the aeroplane is 
by no means so great as that brought about by the in- 
vention of the balloon. The ancients and the people of 
the Middle Ages believed the navigation of the air by 
mortals to be impossible, and the science of aeronautics 
dates from the comparatively recent year of 1782-83, 
when the Montgolfier brothers in France raised a balloon 
with a 35-foot diameter to a height of 1.500 feet. On Nov. 
21, 1783. the first aerial voyage by human beings was 
taken when Pilatre de Rozier and the Marquis d’Arlandes 
remained in the air twenty-five minutes, sailing across the 
river Seine and a large part of Paris. More than a cen- 
tury and a quarter ago the first mastery of the air was 
achieved and yet the balloon and all other aerial craft 
are still the uncertain sport of the winds. As far back 
as 1888 a dirigible balloon was successfully operated in 
France, yet that sort of air machine is still a doubtful 
quantity. From the noise and excitement created by the 
recent operations of the aeroplane one would almost be 
led to conclude that the problem of rising into the air 
had first been solved by it. While it is true that there is 
a radical difference between suspension in air by means of 
gas and that due to the bird-like operation of planes, the 
suecess of such dirigible balloons as that of Count Zep- 
pelin. which has traveled with a large crew at a good 
speed against a stiff wind. indicates that the aeroplane is 
onlv a further step in the development of a science that 
had its birth in the last century. 





ARMY TRANSPORTS. 


To THE EpITorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

What are regulations made for if not to be enforced? 
The Regulations state explicitly that civilians will 
not be entitled to passage on the Army transports; only 
members of an officer’s family, dependent upon him for 
support, will be allowed. Now I know of parties having 
no connection whatever with the Army who make con- 
tinuous trips back and forth. I also know of several offi- 
cers who have asked for passage for sisters or brothers, 
who, while not entirely dependent on the officer for sup- 
port, were a part of his household or family, but those 
requests were denied. When I went to the Philippines 
1 asked for transportation for a widowed sister who was 
to make her home with me. This was refused. Yet I 
know still further of civilians who came to the homeland 
once a year. These were business men, mind you; pas- 
sage was refused two missionaries. « 

Now this is wreng. Often officers’ families, perhaps 
forced to leave on acccunt of ill health, cannot secure 
passage at once; the boat is full. Glance over the list; 
note some dealers, merchants. perhaps, who know the 
ropes. If there are to be regulations why should they 
not be carried out in Manila as well as in the U.S.? I 
do not wish to complain. I am only endeavoring to set- 
tle the so-often-asked question, “Why can some civilians 
travel on our transports and not others?’ Let the civil 
government charter passage: det the Army have justice!

The Deleassé Commission, following revelations of dis- 
honesty in connection with the furnishing of supplies and 
construction materials for the French navy, has asked the 
prosecntion of M. Thomson, former Minister of Marine, 
and M. Dunont. his private secretary, for having with- 
drawn certain official renorts concerning cases of bribery 
when they left the ministry. Among the defective ma- 
terial discovered were the weak plates which were passed 
for submarine construction. 
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“The 1909 Howitzer” comes from the Military Academy 
with a frontispiece that fits with singular appropriateness 
into the Decoration Day dedication of a monument to the 
Regular soldiers who died at Gettysburg. The picture 
shows the female figure of Liberty seated upon a dais, 
above her head a scroll on which are the words, “Duty, 
Honor, Country, West Point, MDCCCCIX, U.S.M.A.” 
At the figure’s right are General Grant and General Lee, 
their hands resting upon their swords in scabbard, while 
facing them are two cadets. On the base of the dais is 
inscribed, “U.S.M.A.” The next picture, two pages far- 
ther on, is that of Miss Warner, to whom the volume is 
dedicated in these tender words: “This volume is dedi- 
cated to Miss Anna Bartlett Warner, whose share in the 
gift of Constitution Island to the Academy is far out- 
weighed by her abiding gift of affection and devotion to 
the Corps.” ‘The text of the book begins with Henley’s 
poem on “Peace and War,” which is placed on a_page 
opposite to a reproduction of a painting by Robert Weir, 
for forty-two years professor of drawing at the Academy, 
which can be seen on the wall of the old chapel. Beneath 
a picture of the old chapel is an extract from Gen. Mor- 
ris Schaff on the “New West Point,” in which he says: 
“Do not dream for a moment that I think the spirit of 
the New West Point differs at all from the old—Honor, 
Good Manners, the Gentleman, and all the refining quali- 


ties which live through the spiritual agencies of the little . 


chapel—they may tear it down or put it where they 
please—will not depart from the Corps in your day or 
mine, They will not leave the consecrated spot until its 
graduates begin to turn into scheming place hunters in 
their country’s service, reaching for this or that promo- 
tion or station by fawning on all the powers over them: 
then the new will differ from the old, and not until then.” 
A ringing poem of three stanzas of eight lines each by the 
Rev. Herbert S. Shipman, beginning, “The Corps, bare- 
headed, salute it,” is one of the finest things in the volume 
and will make the eyes of more than one graduate grow 
moist and dim, but turning over a few pages more they 
will find their saduess instantly dispelled by a clever pic- 
ture by P. S. Gage of a “theoretical, practical, tactical 
problem.” The chapter on the inauguration has this 
touching poetic allusion that will be appreciated by all 
who were at Washington on last March 4: “How I love 
to hear your melodious sqush, beautiful, beautiful, beauti- 
ful slush.” Enough of feminine faces, profiles and con- 
tours are scattered through the pages to lend grace and 
sentiment to the pages. We wonder who will be the first 
cadet to catch the word on page 17 that is not in the 
English language or at least not in the current diction- 
aries.

General 
Bell awarded to Henry C. Coburn, of Washington, D.C., 
the Hoff Memorial medal, given each year to the student 
making the highest average by Colonel Hoff in memory 
of his father, Alexander Hoff, of the Civil War Medical 
Staff.

The parade of the provisional brigade of Regular 
troops in connection with the unveiling of the monu- 
ment to the Regulars on the battlefield of Gettysburg on 
Decoration Day was a fitting display of the fine quality 
of the men now in the ranks of the Army. Every or- 
ganization taking part was at its best. The large num- 
ber of distinguished Army officers, active and retired, in 
the grand stand remarked that they had never seen 
better looking men or better marching. The new life 
that has been given to the Army with the recent re- 
cruiting told its story in the files of tall, strong, vigorous 
men, well drilled and manifestly imbued with a fine 
esprit de corps. The parade showed conclusively that 
the Army has not deterioriated since the Civil War, and 
that it is to-day worthy of the best traditions of the Serv- 
ice and capable of meeting any demand made upon it 
for intelligent response to the needs of the nation. The 
Regular troops during May 29, 30 and 31, were en- 
camped on the battlefield, the site of the camp being 
a little to the north of the scene of Pickett’s charge and 
commanding a fine view of the Blue Ridge Mountains 
and of nearly the whole battlefield.

The board of rear admirals, of which Rear Admiral 
Sperry is chairman, to select for retirement officers above 
the rank of lieutenant commander who are considered un- 
fit for service, in order to create the number of vacancies 
considered necessary to stimulate promotion, met in 
Washington, D.C., June 3. There are seventeen vacan- 
cies to be created, which number may be reduced by un- 
foreseen casualties, such as deaths and retirements for 
disability, between now and July 1. There may also be 
some reduction of forced retirements through voluntary 
applications, and officers have been invited to apply for 
retirement, which they may do with the next higher grade 
if their applications are granted. It is estimated that 
about half the required vacancies will be created by ap- 
plications for retirement. 





It has been decided that the Naval Academy cruising 
squadron this summer shall consist of four instead of 
five ships as heretofore. The monitor Ozark, former- 
ly the Arkansas, is to be left at the Academy, and the 
squadron will consist of the flagship Olympia, Chicago, 
Tonopah, formerly Nevada), and the Hartford. There 
were complaints last year of crowding for the summer 
cruise, but this year there are twenty-five less midship- 
men to go and there is believed to be room enough. The 





Board of Visitors visited the ships of the squadron 
June 3, and it is expected that they will urge that more 
modern ships be used for purposes of instruction for the 
midshipmen.

HONORS TO ADMIRAL URIU. 


Vice Admiral Baron Sotokichi Uriu, of the Imperial 
Japanese navy, and Rear Admiral C. S. Sperry, U.S.N., 
and Baroness Uriu and Mrs. Sperry were the principal 
guests at a dinner given by the Japan Society in the Ho- 
tel Astor, New York city, June 1. The grand ballroom, 
where the banquet was served, was decorated in the Ris- 
ing Sun Banners of Japan and the Stars and Stripes. 
Nearly one-half of the guests were women. Toasts were 
drunk to the President of the United States and the Enm- 
peror of Japan. Mr. Lindsay Russell was the toastmas- 
ter, and Vice Admiral Uriu was introduced by Col. Rob- 
ert M. Thompson, who referred to the fact that the Ad- 
miral had been graduated from the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. Admiral Uriu, in the course of 
his remarks, said: “I went to Annapolis to study with 
your cadets, and at first I had a very hard time. On my 
return here I am greatly impressed with this wonderful 
metropolis and by your great country, and I am espe- 
cially pleased to be here in this assembly of great ladies 
and gentlemen. Here I find my former instructor in your 
Naval Academy, my friend, Rear Admiral Sperry. 1 
thank you all much for this great reception, which is as 
great as any man can receive. It was very kind of you 
to invite me. I thank my alma mater for all that she 
has done for me. Our country and America should be fast 
friends. It is not needed that I repeat history. You say 
that we have done a great deal. We have done something, 
but we have not come to the standard which we expected 
and in every respect we expect to go on catching up, for 
we would improve as you are doing, and we need your 
sympathy and help. I thank you very much. Also I thank 
you for my wife, who has come back to renew her 
acquaintances.” The company then drank to the health 
of the Baroness. who is a graduate of Vassar College. 
Gen. Stewart L. Woodford introduced Rear Admiral 
Sperry as the “seagoing peace preserver of America.’’ 
The Admiral said: “I would say a few words so that I 
might tell how deeply I sympathize with you in the 
friendship with Japan, especially in the presence of my 
brother officer and a graduate of the same school. Peace 
is promoted by mutual understandings and the opening of 
Japan vevealed to the whole world the traditions of a no- 
ble race nobly performed.” Rear Admiral Sperry said 
that education did much to make two people understand 
each other. When the fleet of which he was in command 
was in Japanese waters and the officers walked in the 
streets of Japan he recalled how the children by the 
thousand had greeted them with “Banzai.” He recalled 
how the 13,000 young Americans of the fleet were taken 
in charge by English-speaking Japanese and escorted 
through the cities. ‘Never,’ he concluded, “was there 
any such mission.” Dr. James H. Taylor, president of 
Vassar, declared that there had been no ill feeling against 
the Japanese even in California except that which had 
been stirred up by a “dirty yellow press.” Gen. Horace 
Porter said that it was criminal on the part of a states- 
man to invite attack, and that it was impossible in an 
emergency to save a nation by apologies. ‘‘We can never 
gain ground,” said he, “by eating dirt.” 

A dinner in honor of Admiral Uriu was given at the 
Metropolitan Club in Washington, June 2, at which many 
officers of the Navy were present, including more than 
thirty of his classmates of the Naval Academy class of 
1881. President Taft, who was detained by business

Ovington E. Weller, of Baltimore, the president of the 
class of ’81, presided, while Representative J. W. Weeks, 
of Massachusetts, was toastmaster. Those responding to 
toasts in addition to the President, included the Japan- 
ese Ambassador, who spoke to “The Mikado”; Admiral 
Uriu, Secretary of the Navy Meyer and Speaker Can- 
non.

TRIBUTE TO GENERAL CLOUS. 

Col. Hugh L. Scott, Superintendent of the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy and president of the Academic Board, un- 
der date of June 1, 1999, announces the following extract 
from the proceedings of the Academic Board, relating to 
the late Brig.

Gen. John W. Clous, U.S.A,, retired, 
who for five years was the head of the Department of 
Law at the Military Academy, the Academic Board de- 
sires to place upon its records its appreciation of his serv- 
ices and character, and its deep sense of the loss sus- 
tained in his removal. 

“General Clous exemplified in his entire official life 
those qualities of ability, devotion to duty, and profes- 
sional intelligence which rendered his services of such 
value to the country he served.

noted for his ability and learning; as a professor, he 
gained the esteem of his colleagues, the confidence and 
respect of his pupils, and the regard of his associates; as 
a man, he impressed himself upon all who came in con- 
tact with him by his ability, industry and knowledge. 
During his service at the Academy, he was a loyal sup- 
porter of its ideals, and always sought to promote its best 
interests.

The War Department de- 
cided to accept the tablet and it was placed in position 
May 29. Mrs. Pope died two years ago. Major W. C.

83d and 151st Companies of Coast Artillery, stationed at 
Fort Revere, commanded by Major Davis, met the vet- 
erans at Pemberton, and escorted them to Fort Revere.

President Taft has confirmed the sentence of dismissal 
in the case of 2d Lieut. Alexander C. Davis, Phil. Scouts, 
recently tried by court-martial in the Philippine Islands 
on charges involving repeated acts of drunkenness, gam- 
bling in the presence of natives, and conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman. Lieutenant Davis served as 
a first lieutenant in the South Carolina Volunteers during 
the war with Spain and subsequently as an enlisted man 
and second lieutenant in the 38th U.S. Volunteer Infan- 
try in the Philippine Islands. He was appointed a second 
lieutenant in the Philippine Scouts in September, 1908. 

“The friends of Capt. George C. Martin, 18th U.S. 
Inf.,” says the Springfield Union of Amherst, Mass,, 
“are pleased to hear that he has been reappointed for an- 
other term of service as professor of military science and 
tactics and head of the military department at the Agri- 
cultural College.

His services 
have proved so valuable to the college: that President 
Butterfield would not consent to have him relieved from 
duty. By Mr. Butterfield’s influence with the government 
Captain Martin has been reappointed commandant, and 
will, it is hoped, serve for the full term of four years, 
He graduated from Vermont Academy in 1887. He 
began teaching in the public schools of Vermont at 
the age of sixteen and made his first appearance in Am- 
herst as teacher in the Amity street school. He studied 
at Cornell University and graduated from the University 
of Vermont in 1892 with degree of C.E... He entered the 
Army July 9, 1898, as second lieutenant in the 21st In- 
fantry.. His first service was from July. 23 to October, 
1898, in Cuba, and later he served there from May, 1899, 
to August, 1900. He was then sent to the Philippines, 
where he remained from September, 1900, to June, 1903. 
The next year, from September, 1904, to March, 1905, he 
served a second term in the Islands. With Co. K, 2d In- 
fantry, he gave important service in suppressing the in- 
surrection in the island of Marinduke, P.I. He was in 
the third brigade under the command of Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell.. Captain Martin is a member of the Pacific Lodge 
ef Masons and is popular with townspeople, as wéll as 
with the college faculty and students.”

MARINE BOILERS. 

On the subject of boilers the London Engineer says: 
“Quietly and without ostentation the Admiralty engineer- 
ing staff has eliminated the inferior features of the multi- 
tude of types from which choice could be made ten years 
ago, and in the process has narrowed down to two types 
the boilers used in His Majesty’s navy. The types with 
excessively bent tubes, or with bends of absurdly small 
radii, and those replete with screwed joints or other ex- 
pensive systems of tube attachments, have all disappeared, 
and there remain now only the Babcock and Wilcox 
among the large horizontal tube types, and that of Mr. 
Yarrow, whose well-known simple straight tube triangu- 
lar type has never varied in essentials from the time of 
its application to H.M.S. Hornet. The Yarrow type— 
whether Yarrow or White Forster in detail is immaterial, 
as we use the name more easily to distinguish the style of 
design as: opposed to discarded types—is that inevitably 
adopted in all small craft. In the larger ships its presence 
is as frequent as that of the Babcock type, but in these ves- 
sels there is some doubt as to whether the most economical 
proportions of boiler have been achieved. The navy ad- 
heres to 1 3-4 inch boiler tubes, and they do not facilitate 
good boiler design; it is still uncertain whether they are 
superior to 1 1-2 inch tubes, which enable, in the opinion 
of many engineers, much more efficient dimensions to be 
achieved. In practically all the modern German ships. 
and in all sizes, only Schulz Thornycroft boilers are used; 
the Babcock boiler is non-existent in the navy. In France, 
on the other hand, the large tube boiler with the rela- 
tively horizontal tubes is still generally adopted for all 
large warships, which are now still generally fitted with 
Belleville or Niclausse boilers. The United States Navy 
Department adheres steadfastly to the Babcock type, and 
has only tried the small-tube Thornycroft boiler for large 
ships in the Maine and Missouri. It is worth remarking 
that the individual size of boilers in many of the United 
States vessels is often considerably greater than in our 
own service. In France, for small craft the Normand 
boiler is general, though White Forster boilers are being 
experimentally tried in two of the new destroyers. As 
recently as the Achilles and Duke of Edinburgh classes. 
the naval vessels were burdened with several cylindrical 
boilers in addition to their water-tube boiler. Since then, 
commencing with the more recent ships of the King Ed- 
ward class, only water-tube boilers have been adopted. 
and these have given general satisfaction; boiler defects 
are now of very rare occurrence.” 





PROPELLERS IN TUBES. 
(From the London Engineer.) 

The latest contribution to the literature of the screw 
propeller is a paper, “On the Adaptation of Steam Tur- 
bines for the Propulsion of Vessels at Moderate Speeds,” 
by Mr. Yasuzo Wadagaki, a Japanese engineer, read be- 
fore the North-East Coast Institution of Engineers and 
Shipbuilders, in ‘Newcastle-upon-Tyne, on April 23. The 
paper is principally remarkable for the somewhat upset- 
ting results of certain experiments carried out by the au- 
thor, at the Imperial Naval Dockyard at Sasebo, with the 
object of ascertaining the results which would be obtained 
by putting a propeller into a casing or tube designed by 


the author. The paper hegins by going over the old 
ground, and showing that the turbine runs too fast for 
the propeller. It then discusses various methods of over- 
coming the difficulty, three of which are old; two others 
we propose to discuss briefly, because they are both novel, 
the first being peculiarly so. It can best be described in 
the author's own words: “It is a method in which the 
residual available energy in the exhaust steam from the 
main propelling engines or turbines is used for driving 
an auxiliary turbine having no direct mechanical connec- 
tion with the propeller shafting, but coupled directly with 
a rotary steam compressor of suitable design, so arranged 
as to compress the main supply of live steam from the 
boilers to a still higher pressure and temperature, before 
it is admitted to the main cylinders or turbines.” 

This proposal is certainly startling from its audacity ; 
and it loses nothing when we come to consider fairly 
what the magnitude of the machinery must be to enable 
it to handle the volume of steam which passes through a 
turbine of even moderate dimensions. We have in effect 
the “mixed grill’ in a new form—reciprocating engines, 
combined with an exhaust turbine, which, instead of 
driving a propeller, compresses the steam for the piston 
engines. The author claims that in this way the maxi- 
mum amount of the energy still left in the steam at the 
last stage of its expansion can be saved and restored to 
the main supply of live steam in the shape of increased 
pressure or temperature or both. This system involves 
no mechanical losses, except that due to friction of the 
shaft bearings. On the other hand, he points out that its 
adoption would give all the advantages of superheated 
steam practically at no extra cost in power, resulting in a 
considerable improvement in the steam economy of the 
main propelling machinery. The utmost that can be said 
of the scheme is that on paper it is feasible. 


TESTS OF RIFLE AMMUNITION. 


The special board, consisting of Gen. Bird W. Spencer, 
of New Jersey; Gen. James H. Drain, of Washington, 
both on the National Board for the Promotion of Rifle 
Practice ; Lieut. Col. N. B. Thurston, of New York; and 
Lieut. C. A. Meals, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., have reported to 
the War Department that the tests made at Sea Girt of 
revolver ammunition resulted in demonstrating that that 
furnished by the United States Cartridge Company was 
the best, and the ammunition to be used in the National 
Competition at Camp VPerry will be that made by this 
company. The report of the board in regard to tests of 
ammunition for the Springfield rifle, model of 1903, made 
at Sea Girt, April 13, 14 and 15, gives in detail the 
scores made. The firing was done from nine concrete 
base pedestals with tested star-gauged rifles furnished by 
the Ordnance Department. The ammunition was selected 
by taking one bandoleer from each of twenty boxes con- 
taining 1.200 rounds. This ammunition was packed in 
boxes, which were sealed and carefully guarded. During 
most of the firing the interval was thirty seconds. The 
final score sheet gave the following result: 

Frankford Arsenal: 600 yds. slow fire, 80 shots each, 
5.47; 1,000 yds. slow fire, 60 shots each, 17.35; 1,000 
yds. rapid fire, 80 shots each, 11.69; 600 yds. rapid fire, 
SO shots, 6.37. 

United States Cartridge Co.: 600 yds. slow fire, 80 
shots, 5.04; 1,000 yds. slow fire, 60 shots, 16.61; 1,000 
yds. rapid fire, 80 shots, 8.36; 600 yds. rapid fire, 80 
shots, 4.806. 

Union Metallic Cartridge Co.: 600 yds. slow fire, 80 
shots, 5.75: 1,000 yds. slow fire, 60 shots, 18.17: 1,000 
yds. rapid fire, 80 shots, 13.74; 600 yds. rapid fire, 80 
shots, 5.657. 

Winchester Arms Co.: 600 yds. slow fire, 80 shots, 
4.98: 1,000 yds. slow fire, 60 shots, 16.46; 1,000 yds. 
rapid fire, 80 shots, 8.675; 600 yds. rapid fire, 80 shots, 
5.39. 

The choice lay between the United States and the Win- 
chester companies. ‘The Winchester showed greater ac- 
curacy at both ranges in slow fire. The United States 
showed greater accuracy at both ranges in rapid fire. The 
United States had a net percentage of 6.188 over the 
Winchester. The comparison shows that all the ammu- 
nition was 50 per cent. better at 600 yards than that 
fired under the government specifications at 500 yards.

THE VERTICAL WATER-TUBE BOILER. 


To THE EpITor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The New York Tribune of May 30, in a despatch relat- 
ing to Sir John Fisher’s rumored retirement, gives the 
following: “The wonderful record for steaming by a war- 
ship of the home fleet on a voyage from Queen’s Ferry for 
fieet maneuvers in the North Sea is a conspicuous proof 
of the superiority of the navy which he has directed 
through two administrations. The Invincible averaged 
over twenty-eight knots for a six-hours’ run, beating the 
Drake by four and the Dreadnought by seven knots. Her 
speed was forced up at times to twenty-nine knots, with 
her turbine engines of 41,000 horsepower in full opera- 
tion. This was a demonstration of the ability of British 
cruisers in war time to overtake the fastest liners afloat, 
and to outmaneuver any ships of their own class in for- 
eign navies.” 

The above article makes no mention of the boiler, but 
only of her turbine engines of 41,000 horsepower, and the 
general public. as a rule. will say, “What wonderful en- 
gines”; whereas they could not have given such superior 
results if it had not been for the model, the boilers and 
the general management of the vessel as well. Some com- 
ments may therefore be made on the boilers, which are of 
the water-tube variety. Those on the Invincible are com- 
posed of vertical drowned tubes, as are also those on the 
Inflexible. while those on the Indomitable are composed of 
horizontal tubes. From the performance of the Invincible 
and Indomitable we are led to believe the vertical tube 
sustains its claim for superiority over the horizontal. for 
with engines of both vessels of the same type we find the 
former is capable of securing a superivr speed, this being 
based on the above report and the following from the 
Navy League Annual of 1909, in commenting on the voy- 
age of the Indomitable across the Atlantic: “Here we 
can deal with certified facts: the highest speed main- 
tained for any length of time was 26.4 knots, the average 
from Belle Isle to the Fastnet, 25.13 knots, and to within 
sight of England 24.8 knots. After this, the passages of 
the Drake and United States cruiser Columbia, both in 
the region of 19 knots, and much acclaimed in their day, 
pale into insignificance.” From the above it will be noted 
that the highest speed maintained by this vessel for any 
length of time was 26.4 knots, whereas the late run of 
the Invincible from Queen’s Ferry was 28 knots for six 
hours, while at times it was up as high as 29. 

The record of the Invincible is no doubt a wonderful 
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ore for steaming by a warship and due credit should be 
given to all the apparatus engaged in securing it, not for- 
getting at the same time the work of the crew which 
brought about its success, as this voyage was not that of 
the contractor, with hand-picked coal and everything else 
ad libitum, but under the ordinary conditions of a vessel 
in war time. ;

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The short rifle of the British army is soon to be dis- 
placed by a new weapon with an improved breech-bolt ac- 
tion and a better system of clip-loading. Experts believe, 
however, that the new weapon will be but a temporary 
gap-filler, leading up to the introduction of an automatic 
firearm. 

The plan for raising funds for a reorganized Chinese 
navy contemplates the laying of a special import tax; 
increased taxes on land and houses; increased duty on 
tobaeco, wine and sugar; awarding ranks of nobility to 
individual subscribers; national and foreign loans; war 
transport subsidies; commissioning vessels to protect 
coast fishing craft, and taxing the latter for the benefit of 
the navy. 

The Australian Defense Bureau has sent a representa- 
tive, Commander Clarkson, to America for the purpose 
of studying the methods prevailing here in the manufac- 
ture of small arms. A government plant, material for 
which has just been secured in England, will be situated 
in New South Wales. 

It is stated that the Argentine Republic has decided to 
postpone the building of its $20,000,000 worth of new 
battleships. Though several bids have been made on the 
battleship proposal, no contracts have as yet been made. 
Meanwhile some 470,000 tons of steel rails are wanted 
for the railroads of Argentina, and large orders have been 
placed with the Bethlehem Steel Company, which had 
been the lowest bidder on the battleships in connection 
with the Fore River Shipbuilding Company. 

Thirty thousand troops, including 8,000 cavalry, passed 
in review before Emperor William at Berlin on May 28. 
Lieut. Col. John P. Wisser, U.S.A., military attaché, was 
in the reviewing party. 

The modern methods introduced by the Young Turks 
have extended to the Turkish army, which now enjoys 
better rations and pay. The Salonika Army Corps re- 
ceives daily for each soldier: Two and one-quarter lbs. 
of bread, three-quarters of a pound of mutton, one-quarter 
of a pound of rice; salt, onions, raisins, dried fruits, len- 
tils, peas, potatoes and beans, and ghee or fat used in 
cooking. Meat is allowed five days a week, and a mixture 
of rice and dried fruits on the remaining days. Two 
meals a day are provided, one in the morning and one 
in the afternoon; generally a meat stew is made, cooked 
in a large copper vessel two feet round and one foot deep, 
ihe inside lined with tin. Each soldier has a copper dish 
eighteen inches round and three inches deep, and uses a 
wooden spoon. The total cost of this ration is about 
$4.50 a month, 

According to a list published by the Berlin War Office, 
123 public-houses and restaurants in Greater Berlin are 
iaboo for the Berlin garrison. Year after year the num- 
ber of “lokals* which the Berlin soldier may not enter 
goes on increasing. The vast majority of these houses 
are places which Social Democrats frequent for political 
purposes or which take in Socialist literature. Some half- 
dozen places are included in the list because they are re- 
garded as the resorts of immoral persons. 

Official statistics show that under 50 per cent. of the 
number of youths available are required to maintain the 
Russian peace effective of over 1,200,000 men, and that 
the percentage of the army as compared to the population 
is much less in Russia than in Germany and France, al- 
though it slightly exceeds that of Austria-Hungary. The 
annual losses from desertion average 4,650, which is al- 
most equal to those from death. 

The line of travel determined upon by the recently in- 
corporated Aerial Navigation Company, of Frankfort-on- 
Main, includes first a route from Munich to Dresden by 
way of Nuremberg, Plauen, and Chemnitz. The second 
line is from Munich to Cassel by way of Ulm, Stuttgart, 
Mannheim, Mayence, Coblenz, Cologne, Diisseldorf, Elber- 
feld} and Paderborn. The third line is from Berlin to 
Liibeck by way of Bremen and Hamburg. The fourth 
line is from Berlin to Kénigsberg by way of Stettin and 
Danzig. The fifth line is from Strassburg to Berlin by 
way of Metz, Trier, Mayence, Frankfurt, Erfurt, Leipzig, 
Halle, and Magdeburg. 

The new British field service regulations have for their 
leading principle the following: ‘Decisive success in bat- 
tle can be gained only by a vigorous offensive. * * * 
Superior numbers on the battlefield are an undoubted ad- 
vantage, but skill, better organization and training, and 
above all, a firmer determination in all ranks to cohquer 
at any cost, are the chief factors of success. Half-hearted 
measures never attain success in war, and lack of determi- 
bation is the most fruitful source of defeat.’” 

The British Army Council has issued instructions that 
in time of war the recognition of a white flag in an ene- 
my’s position er lines is not obligatory on a commander. 
It should. be disregarded in cases where movements of 
troops or material are carried out under its protection. 
It is also stated that the following are not considered 
spies: “Soldiers or civilians carrying out their mission 
openly, charged with the delivery of despatches intended 
for their own army or for that of the enemy. To this 
class belong, likewise, individuals sent in balloons, air- 
ships, and aeroplanes to deliver despatches and generally 
to maintain communications between the various parts of 
the forces in the field or a territory.” 

Although the Russian Duma has rejected the proposal 
to build four Dreadnoughts for the Russian navy, the 
government proceeds, in its financial preparations, as 
though the program had been adopted.

The following instructions relative to the wearing of medals 
and badges by officers and enlisted men of the Army are pub- 
lished : ‘ 

1. The medal of honor will be worn by officers and enlisted 
men on occasions of ceremony. With the full dress uniform 
the medal will be worn pendent from the neck, the ribbon 
passing between the upper and lower hooks of the coat collar 
so that the medal proper shall hang about one inch below 
the opening of the collar. With the special full dress uniform 
or mess jacket the medal will be worn pendent from the neck, 
the ribbon passing around the neck under the collar so that 
the medal proper shall hang about one inch beiow the tie. 

2. Other medals and badges awarded by the government 
will be worn on the left breast of the coat in the following 
order of precedence, beginning at the right:

c. Campaign badges, in the order of the dates of the cam- 
paigns. 

d. Army of Cuban Pacification Badge. 

e. Life Saving Medal. ; ’ 

f. Gunner’s Badge, Field Artillery, and the various dis- 
tinctive marks awarded ‘for excellence in small arms practice. 

3. On all occasions of official ceremony where full dress uni- 
form is prescribed, ths medals and badges named in paragraph 
1 and in sections a, b, c, d and e of paragraph 2, of this 
order, will be worn except as provided in paragraph 5. 

4. Gunners’ badges, Field Artillery, and the various dis- 
tinctive marks awarded for excellence in small arms practice, 
may be worn on all occasions, except on active duty in the 
field in time of war or during maneuvers.

To this end, when such visits are made 
by properly accredited members of the organized militia, post 
commanders will specifically detail suitable officers and enlisted 
men to accompany them, with instructions to extend such 
courtesies, offer such assistance, and give such information as 
may be appropriate. 

4. Commanding officers, upon request, will extend to organi- 
zations of the organized militia the use of military reserva- 
tions, target ranges and United States property for instruction 
purposes, so far as practicable without interference with the 
instruction or duties of the regular command, and under such 
suitable supervision as will provide for the proper care of the 
public property.

Five retired officers of the Navy were on June 1 or- 
dered relieved from active duty by Secretary Meyer, and 
ordered home.

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ARTHUR Mac ARTHUR. 


With the retirement of Arthur MacArthur, U.S.A., on 
June 2, there disappears from the active list of the Army 
the last of the lieutenant generals who were the product 
and the most distinguished living representatives of our 
war period. General MacArthur has been practically in 
retirement for some time, it being apparently considered 
impossible to find a place in our military system for a 
man of his caliber, who seemed to be as much out of 
place in it as the single 16-inch gun at Sandy Hook is 
out of place in our present system of coast defense. ‘The 
time may come when we shall secure an Army organiza- 
tion which will compel the services of such a man. Gen- 
eral MacArthur in character has exhibited the rare com- 
bination of the modest, retiring and reticent scholar with 
ihe energy, dash and fire of the aggressive soldier. En- 
tering the military Service at the age of 17 from Spring- 
field, Mass., where he was born, he showed his quality as 
soon as he was called to the field of battle. 

General MacArthur is a son of the late Judge MacAr- 
thur, of the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. 
With his parents he went to Wisconsin when a child and 
grew up in Milwaukee, passing through the public schools. 
Governor Salamon commissioned him first lieutenant and 
adjutant of the 24th Wisconsin in August, 1862. His first 
battle was Perryville, and it is said that no officer of the 
command was cooler, braver or more effective than the 
hoy adjutant. The same is true of his conduct in the 
battle of Stone River, where he became the pride of 
his regiment. He was no less distinguished at the 
great battle of Chickamauga. At Missionary Ridge, 
Nov. 25, 1863, he won a medal of honor when only a little 
over eighteen years of age by taking the flag of his regi- 
ment from a soldier who had fallen and leading the com- 
mand in the charge on the enemy’s line of earthworks. 
Most of the time during Sherman’s march to Atlanta, 
MacArthur commanded his regiment as major to June 8, 
and after that as lieutenant colonel. He was slightly 
wounded in that campaign. His regiment returned with 
yeneral Thomas to Nashville. At Franklin, one of the 
most stubborn conflicts of the war, MacArthur com- 
manded the regiment, “I will not say,’* reported Gen- 
eral Stanley, reviewing the work of his division, “that 
ihe 24th saved the day at Franklin, but it had a large 
part in it, and in the achievement it was led by its gallant 
boy colonel, Arthur MacArthur.” He received the 
brevet of lieutenant colonel of Volunteers for gallant and 
meritorious services in the battles of Perryville, Stone 
River, Missionary Ridge, and Danridge, and that of 
colonel of Volunteers for gallant and meritorious services 
in the hatile of Franklin, and in the Atlanta campaign. 

He was commissioned colonel of his regiment by the gov- 
crnor, but owing to its decimated ranks he could not be 
mustered. After a few months at home he applied for a 
commission in the Regular Army, and was made second 
and first lieutenant, 17th Infantry, on the same day, Feb. 
23, 1866. In July of the same year he was made a cap- 
tain, 36th Infantry, retaining that rank for twenty-three 
years, when he was appointed from the 13th Infantry to 
the Adjutant General’s Department with the rank of ma- 
jor. May 26, 1896, he was promoted to be lieutenant 
colonel, That rank he held at the opening of the Span- 
ish-American War, when on May 27, 1898, he was ap- 
pointed a brigadier general of Volunteers, and reached 
Manila in time to participate in the battle of Aug. 13, 
1898. He was advanced to the rank of major general 
of Volunteers the day of that battle. From that time un- 
til he was assigned to command all the troops in the Phil- 
ippines, and as governor general, he commanded a divi- 
sion, and had a prominent part in quelling the insurrec- 
tion. He succeeded General Otis as chief in command 
and civil governor in March, 1900, and was relieved in 
July, 1901, returning to the United States. On Jan. 2, 
1900, he was promoted from lieutenant colonel to briga- 
dier general. He was appointed major general Feb. 5, 
1901, and lieutenant general, Sept. 15, 1906. After re- 
turning to the States he commanded the Department of 
the Lakes, the Department of the Hast, and the Depart- 
ment of California, commanding there until the division 
of the Pacific was created, when he was placed in com- 
mand of that. He was with the Japanese army during 
a portion of the war between Japan and Russia, and at 
its close was sent to India and South Africa and other 
points for observation, returning to San Francisco re- 
cently to resume command of the division of the Pacific. 
General MacArthur has two sons in the service of the 
United States, one in the Navy, Lieut. Comdr. Arthur 
MacArthur, jr., who has been ordered to the battleship 
Ohio, and one in the Army, ist Lieut. Douglas MacAr- 
thur, Corps of Engineers, at Fort Leavenworth. An in- 
teresting account of the bravery of General MacArthur 
will be found in our issue of Oct. 17, 1908, page 180. 

As the N.Y. Sun felicitously says: “We have always 
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thought that if Arthur MacArthur had not embraced a 
military career he would have been an eminent publicist 
and civil executive, for his reports and addresses as mili- 
tary governor of the Philippines and his speeches at ban- 
quets since his return to this country show him in the 
light of a clear-headed student of affairs who has the 
command of a vigorous style. At sixty-four General 
MacArthur is still young in spirit, and we cannot believe 
that his usefulness is ended. The Army salutes a brave 
soldier as he retires; civil life welcomes him and will at 
once preceed to place him on the active list.” 

Upon the retirement of Lieut. Gen. Arthur MacArthur 
June 2, the rank of lieutenant general on the active list 
in the Army expires, so that his retirement creates no va- 
eancy. There will be six living lieutenant generals, all 
retired—Generals Miles, Young, Chaffee, Bates, Corbin 
and MacArthur. On the active list Major Gen. Leonard 
S. Wood, now commanding the Department of the East, 
becomes the ranking officer. General Wood will not re- 
tire for age until fifteen years from now, Jan. 9, 1925.

NAVAL CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 

Work on all the battleships at the various yards is 
progressing favorably, and there is substantial promise 
that every ship will be out on time for the rendezvous at 
Hampton Roads on June 17. Nearly all the masts have 
been constructed and will be in shape by the 17th, so 
that there will be no disadvantage if they are not com- 
pletely wired, and this work can go forward after the 
ships have sailed from the yards, the ships’ crews being 
competent to finish it. 

The specifications and circulars for the proposed new 
battleships have been sent out to intending bidders, and 
the bids are expected to be in by June 15. The type 
of the new ships has been described many times ana 
no changes of importance have been made in the plans. 
They will be of 26,000 tons and will carry twelve 12- 
inch guns. Both will be propelled by steam turbines, of 
what type remains to be determined later. It will be 
several months before the contracts are drawn and fin- 
ally executed and in the interval the doubts raised by 
the impediment to the best working of the Curtis tur- 
bines in the trial of the scout cruiser Salem will have 
been disposed of by the new trials that are to be carried 
through within the next few days. The Salem has been en- 
tirely repaired at the Fore River Yard, and her turbines 
restored to their normal condition. The Salem left the 
Fore River Yard this week to join her sister scouts, the 
Birmingham and Chester, at Grand Canary, on their way 
home from Monrovia, whither they sailed three weeks 
ago, carrying the special commission to that country. 
The three are to be at Boston about July 1. The Salem 
will go to Salem, Mass., July 25, to receive a silver set 
to be given the ship by the people of the city, after 
which the scout was named. 

The Solace, which is to be added to the Atlantic Fleet, 
is rapidly being refitted and put in order as a hospital 
ship. The work on her will not be completed before the 
last of August or the middle of September. It is under- 
stood that President Taft and Secretary Meyer will ad- 
here to the precedent made by President Roosevelt in the 
ease of the hospital ship Relief and assign a medical 
officer to take command of the Solace. There is some 
prospect that an effort will be made to renew the old 
controversy which was hammered out over the relief, and 
which resulted in the sudden resignation of Rear Ad- 
miral Brownson as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 
The delay in approving the report of the Sperry Board, 
it is said, has afforded no very good basis for any attempt 
of this kind, and it is expected that there will be no 
trouble over the matter. 

Bids were opened at the Navy Department May 29 for 
the construction of five torpedcboat destroyers, authorized 
at the last session of Congress. These new boats are re- 
quired to be of the same displacement and speed as those 
provided for in last year’s program. They will have 29 
1-2 knots’ speed and be of 742 tons displacement. The 
hids were opened in the presence of Secretary Meyer, and 
were as follows: Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry- 
dock Company, one vessel, to be completed in 24 months, 
$629,000, William Cramp and Sons, Philadelphia, one 
vessel, to be completed in 24 months, $637,000. Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company, of Camden, one vessel, 
Class 2 (machinery to be according to bidder’s designs), 
to be completed in 24 months, $644,000. New York Ship- 
building Company, of Camden, one vessel, to be completed 
in 22 months, $648,000. Bath Iron Works, Bath, Me., 
one vessel, to be completed in 24 months, $659,000. Mary- 
land Steel Company, of Baltimore, one vessel, to be com- 
pleted in 24 months, $694,000; two vessels, both to be 
completed in 24 months, for $690,500 each. 

The Bureau of Construction and Repair of the Navy 
Department is still at work on the matter of more highly 
improved speed gears for turrets, and authority has been 
given for the installation on the Illinois of the type of 
gear made by the Waterbury Tool Company. It is ex- 
pected that there will also be a test later of the type 
of gear made by the Cutler Hammer Company, of Mil- 
waukee, Wis. There are in all now five different types 
of speed gears under consideration by the bureau, and 
all will be given thorough trial. The Waterbury Tool 
Company has devised a mechanism that secures a maxi- 
mum speed of 100 degrees a minute and a minimum of 
one-quarter of a degree a minute. Betweeen these two 
there is an endless multiplicity of speeds available to 
keep the guns of the turret trained on the target and 





accommodating itself to the relative speeds of the ship 
and the target ship. 

The contract for the construction of the double dry- 
dock at Pearl Harbor has been awarded to the San 
Francisco Bridge Company, the lowest bidder, Leech 
and Company, of Boston, Mass., having decided to 
withdraw. The amount for which the contractors agree 
to do the work is $1,723,000. This dock will accommo-- 
date the largest ships in the world, and will be so built 


that it may be lengthened. It will have compartments. 


so that it can dock several ships at one time. The work 
is to be completed in thirty-two months. 

The report of the special board on the enlargement of 
the new drydock No. 4 at the New York Navy Yard will 
be approved, and the dock is to be 600 feet long. The 
changes are to be made by giving the walls greater de- 
cline, so that twenty-five feet may be gained in length 
and eight feet in width. The difference in cost will be 
about $40,000. The contract for the work is with the 
Williams Engineering Company. 

The contract for the construction of the quay wall at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard has been let to William Miller, 
of Boston, for the sum of $127,000. 

The contract for the construction of a new roof for 
building No. 41 at the New York Navy Yard has been 
awarded to the firm of Snare and Triest, of New York, 
for $25,390. 

The contract for the California City coaling plant has 
been awarded, this week by the Secretary of the Navy, to 
the firm of Snare and Triest for the sum of $255,000. 


MIDSHIPMEN AND MATRIMONY. 

The young women of Baltimore and Washington 
should not feel unduly angry at the Secretary of the 
Navy for having issued the order prohibiting midshipmen 
from marrying before the termination of the prescribed 
six years’ course, for the time selected for its promul- 
gation—commencement week—is a tribute to the win- 
ning charms of the fair sex of those cities. A very con- 
siderable number of the graduating class of this year at 
the Naval Academy are already engaged, and it is very 
evident that the Secretary realizes the matrimonial perils 
that surround the cadets when the beautiful young girls 
for whom the Monumental and Capital cities are famous 
invade the precincts of the Academy and open upon the 
students the batteries of their charms. Secretary 
Meyer evidently not only knows his Tennyson and agrees 
with the poet that “in the spring a young man’s fancy 
lightly turns to thoughts of love,” but also appreciates 
the sentimental pitfalls around the feet of the handsome 
midshipmen during commencement. ‘The order was 
drawn up by the Secretary on May 28 and signed by the 
President on his return from Gettysburg. It will not 
prevent the marriage of three members of this year’s 
graduating class, for with the discretion and foresight 
for which naval men are celebrated they obtained the 
Secretary’s permission before the amendment was decid- 
ed upon, and it is well known that in the realm of 
Cupid retroactive enactments have little weight. It is 
said that the order is the result of a wedding last 
June, when a number of midshipmen were married the 
day following their graduation, all having obtained per- 
mission. One couple, accompanied by friends, went to 
Baltimore to be married, and as there was later a com- 
munication to the Department from a relative of the 
bride, expressing displeasure over the marriage, the sub- 
ject of these graduation-week weddings received more 
serious consideration. Secretary Meyer began to ponder 
over the situation very gravely when, on looking over 
the graduating-class not long ago, he received requests 
from half a dozen members for leave to marry upon 
their academic graduation. In the cases of all but three, 
it is said, he found that the prospective brides did not 
possess sufficient means to guarantee their own support. 
In no case is the Secretary supposed to give his con- 
sent unless the bride has means for her own support. 
Furthermore, if a midshipman, a“ter leaving the Acad 
emy, marries without the official consent, his resigna- 
tion is immediately demanded in compliance with Regu- 
lations. The present order, says the Baltimore Sun, 
was based on the case of a midshipman who recently 
came up for promotion to ensign. He was one of the 
three members of the second section of the class of 1907 
who failed to make his commission. He had married 
shortly after quitting the Academy, and it was found 
that the weight of domestic duties had caused him to 
neglect his work. Midshipmen are unable to be with 
their wives at all either while at the Academy or dur- 
ing the two years at sea and ensigns are expected to 
spend nearly all their time at sea. The pay of an offi- 
cer is not sufficient to maintain a wife until he reaches 
the grade of junior lieutenant or in many cases lieuten- 
ant. It is believed that the prevention of all prospective 
officers from marrying until they are ensigns will not 
only keep the men from being financially pressed, but 
will also save young wives from traveling alone to for 
eign stations to join their husbands or being left alone 
two or three years at a time. It is said that the mar- 
riage of even ensigns will be discouraged more than ever 
except in cases where the officer has completed his, tour 
at sea, and he or his wife has means of support other 
than his salary. Since girls are especially noted for 
their aversion to figuring, we might inform them that 
any young woman losing her heart to a fourth class 
man will have to wait five years, 





athe discussions on international arbitration apparently 

assume that the nations in submitting their differences to 
arbitration are following in the line of the precedent es- 
tablished by the methods in vogue for settling disputes be- 
tween individuals. ‘There is this difference: Disputes 
between individuals are determined by a court which per- 
mits of appeals, and when the question is finally deter- 
mined it is by a tribunal which has the power to enforce 
its conclusions upon dissatisfied suitors. An attempt was 
made to lessen litigation in the city of New York by es- 
tablishing a court of arbitration, which had authority to 
finally determine questions submitted by agreement be- 
tween the parties to a dispute. This court was not a 
success, and it has gone out of existence because it was 
found impossible as a matter of experience to secure in a 
sufficient number of cases the necessary agreement be- 
tween belligerents. The excellent Dr. Lyman Abbott, in 
a speech at the Lake Mohonk Conference on arbitration, 
pleased himself with the fancy that the time is approach- 
ing when the rule of justice shall be substituted for the 
rule of force. Perhaps it was for lack of time, but the 
reverend gentleman did not furnish any rule by which 
the question of justice could be determined. It is just 
because men never have agreed thus far on their disputes 
with others as to what was right that litigation between 
individuals and wars between nations have arisen, No 
disputes have been fier¢er, no warfare more unrelenting, 
than that which has arisen because of varying interpreta- 
tions of the text-book in which Dr. Abbott finds his au- 
thority for counseling the adherence to peaceful methods 
in the settlement of differences. Perhaps Dr. Abbott will 
furnish us with a formula for determining what justice 
is. Revised by his associate editor, Theodore Roosevelt, 
or better perhaps illustrated by examples from his career 
as President, it might perhaps furnish the basis for in- 
stant and universal disarmament. 





To Major George O. Squier, of the Signal Corps of 
the Army, “has been assigned the task of preparing a plan 
to enable our government to make the most effective use 
of the new auxiliary of warfare, the balloon. The gen- 
eral idea for the aerial defense of the Atlantic coast is to 
divide our coast territory into ellipses approximating 250 
miles in length, and at each end of these place two or three 
balloon houses and supply depots. 'The houses will be 
placed with a view to close co-operation with the Artil- 
lery depots or zones, thus gaining protection and being 
quickly reached whenever the men behind the guns dis- 
cover the necessity of reconnoitering the enemy’s position 
by the use of a balloon. The idea is that the most effi- 
cient and useful work of the airship is to go scouting at 
sea, flying back to shore to give the alarm when a fleet of 
the enemy is sighted. Should the enemy send up airships 
from the ships the land batteries will be supposed to take 
care of them. The plans, when completed and approved, 
will serve as a model for the Pacific and Gulf coasts. 
The carrying out of the plans will, of course, depend upon 
the favor of Congress, which will be called upon to pro- 
vide for the aerial fleet and the recruiting, training and 
maintenance of a large aerial corps, which will give some 
of our young officers an opportunity to rise in the world. 
The type of balloon to be used for coast defense has not 
been decided upon. Aeroplanes probably will not be 
used, as the winds of the coast will make their work un- 
certain and unsatisfactory as compared with that of the 
lighter-than-air craft. The balloon houses will be of the 
highest type, similar to a house at Fort Omaha. The 
work of the Signal Corps’ aeronautic experts at Fort 
Omaha will be continued and before long what is expected 
to be the finest aerial station in the world will have been 
finished at that mifitary post.

In the 1909 edition of his ‘{Annual,’’ Lord Brassey has 
‘a postscript on the consideration of the United States in 
relation to the policy of the British Admiralty to main- 
tain the two-power standard of the British navy. Lord 
Brassey says: “The demand is now being made that 
regard should be had to the naval preparations of the 
United States. We are far removed in distance. It can- 
not be contended that, if the United States should resolve 
to strengthen its naval forces in the Pacific, it would be 
necessary to put increased burdens on British taxpayers. 
We have no cause of quarrel. On both sides one may say, 
as it was once said by an admiral of the United States 
Navy, ‘Blood is thicker than water’; or later, by an- 
other American admiral, in one of many statesmanlike 
and soul-stirring speeches to Australasians, ‘We are more 
than cousins.’ At the present juncture Mr. Asquith has 
given an assurance of his resolve to maintain the Navy 
in the only form which could set at rest the public anxi- 
ety. The position must be periodically reviewed by the 
government of the day.”

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The recent naval scare in England Lord Brassey 
ascribes to the policy of secrecy adopted during the past 
few years by the British government in regard to the 
specifications for ‘particular ships. “In the United 
States,” says Lord Brassey, “no such concealment is at- 
tempted. The designs of ships are openly discussed, and 
Congress insists on being furnished with information as 
to leading features of new ships before voting the money 
for their construction. There is no reason to suppose 
that the United States Navy suffers from this publicity. 
There is, on the other hand, good reason to believe that 
the practice initiated by the British government in the 
ease of the Dreadnought, and copied with greater success 
in Germany, is in no small measure responsible for the 
scare produced by the debate on the Navy Estimates,” 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The value of an order revoking a discharge without 
honor and granting an honorable discharge is involved 
in a decision touching the case of Capt. Sylvester G. Par- 
ker, 33d and 63d Illinois Vol. Inf., who was dismissed 
from the Service in 1863 for absence without proper 
leave. In 1866 a special order of the War Department 
announced that on the recommendation of a military 
commission the order dismissing Captain Parker was re- 
voked and that he was honorably discharged. Parker 
died in Washington on Dec. 3, 1908, in indigent circum- 
stances, and the Q.M.G. asked for a decision whether the 
expenses of his funeral should be defrayed out of the 
fund for the burial of indigent soldiers, in view of the 
contention of the J.A.G. that the order of 1866 did not 
have the effect of removing the charge of absence without 
leave from his military record, even though a military 
commission did investigate his case and find that he was 
absent with proper authority. The J.A.G. holds, and the 
A.G.O. concurs, that the first order dismissing Parker 
severed his connection with the Army and in order to be 
discharged later he had to be in the Army, and there is 
only one way by which an officer once legally separated 
from the Army can be put into it, viz., by a new appoint- 
ment according to the Constitution. Assistant Comp- 
troller Mitchell decides that in view of the decision of 
the J.A.G. and the unwillingness of the War Department 
te recognize the efficacy of the second order to change 
character of the discharge. Captain Parker’s discharge 
was not an honorable one, and that the payment of the 
funeral expenses is not authorized. 

What constitutes a proper detail to extra duty to jus- 
tify extra pay for such duty is involved in the case of 
Pyt. Preston McNeer, U.S.M.C., who did duty from 
March 5, 1906, to May 10, 1907, as a clerk in the cloth- 
ing room, Marine Barracks, New York, on the oral or- 
ders of the C.O. The Auditor disallowed the claim for 
extra pay on the ground that the order detailing him was 
not a written one. The Assistant Comptroller decides 
that the claimant was employed on extra duty in the 
Q.M. Department of the Marine Corps for more than a 
year. Had he been employed on such duty in the Army 
as an enlisted man he would be entitled to the extra pay; 
hence he is entitled to the same pay for performing the 
services in the Q@.M. Department of the M.C. The set- 
tlement is disaffirmed and a difference is found in favor 
of the claimant to the amount of $127.40. A different de- 
cision was rendered in the case of Pvt. Wm. Scheid, U.S. 
M.C., who served as a clerk in the office of the C.O., 
Marine Barracks, League Island. 
vides that enlisted men will not be placed on extra duty 
except as bakers or to perform the necessary routine 
services in the Q.M. and Subsistence Departments, hence 
the claimant’s extra duty is outside that regulation and 
he could be entitled to extra duty pay only with the 
sanction of the commandant of the Marine Corps, which 
was not received. 

Col. Wm. F. Stewart, U.S.A.. retired, then a first lieu- 
tenant in the 4th U.S. Artillery, refunded in 1886 to the 
government $105.77. overpay on the difference of pay be- 
tween Infantry and mounted pay. Subsequently to the 
settlement the question was raised by Lieutenant Stew- 
art. but a rehearing was denied by the Second Comp- 
troller, on the ground that there was no mistake of fact 
arising from errors in calculation in the settlement and 
that no newly discovered material evidence had been pro- 
duced. Basing his request on a decision of the Court of 
Claims in the case of Harold vs. the U.S., decided April 
23. 1888, Colonel Stewart now asks for a refundment, 
lut the Assistant Comptroller denies the application. as 
no new facts are produced or errors shown in the original 
settlement. Mr. Mitchell points out that accounting offi- 
cers have no jurisdiction to reopen settlements made by 
their predecessors, because a subsequent decision of the 
courts has so changed the construction of the law as to 
warrant a different result in the settlements. 

Paymr. Thomas DeF. Harris. U.S.N., asked for a deci- 
sion as to the pay Civil Engr. George A. McKay, U.S.N., 
was entitled to while on leave from March 14 to May 5, 
1909 ; that is, what amount of leave a civil engineer is en- 
titled to. whether it is to be considered accumulative for 
the past four years as provided by Article 1057, Navy 
Regulations. or as accumulative only from the passage of 
the Act of Mav 13, 1908. The Assistant Comptroller de- 
cides that Civil Engineer McKay became entitled to the 
same pay as an officer of the line, medical or pay corps 
of the same rank and length of service on the passage of 
the Act of Mav 13, 1908, but he cannot be credited with 
any leave accumulated before the date of said act. To 
hold otherwise would be to construe the pay provisions of 
that act as retroactive.

FIRING IN THE PHILIPPINES.

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THE MISSISSIPPI SILVER SERVICE. 

The U.S.S. Mississippi received its gift of a silver serv- 
ice on June 1 at Pascagoula, Miss. It was originally 
planned to make the presentation on board of the battle- 
ship, but, although Monday’s storm was followed by fair 
weather, fast running seas made navigation for small ex- 
cursion boats dangerous, and the exercises were held on 
the shore, with the battleship at anchor twelve miles away 
from the scene. Captain Fremont sent as his represen- 
tative to receive the service Lieut. Comdr. Benjamin J. 
McCormick. y 

The formal exercises were opened by Governor Noel, 
who, after a brief speech, introduced Mrs. Eunice Miller 
Lockwood. of Crystal Springs, Miss.. a daughter of Lieu- 
tenant Miller, who commanded the Confederate shore bat- 
teries that sank the old battleship Mississippi at Port 
Hudson during the Civil War. Touching on the engraved 
portrait of Jefferson Davis that decorates one of the 
principal pieces of. the service, Governor Noel in his ad- 
dress said that the valor of Jefferson Davis as a soldier of 
the United States Army as well as his record as Secre- 
tary of War during antebellum days entitled him to rec 
ognition by the Federal government. “However,” con- 
tinued the Governor, “no doubt we should have had the 





picture placed on the service if nothing but the memory 
of Jefferson Davis as president of the Confederacy re- 
mained. Jefferson Davis, like the men of Mississippi and 
the South, both then and to-day, stood only for what 
he thought was right. If you condemn him, you must 
condemn us.” Lieutenant Commander McCormick, who 
accepted the silver service in the name of the battleship, 
responded to Governor Noel in the same vein. “We shall 
uot deny the memory of your departed chieftain the hom- 
age that is due him,” said the Lieutenant Commander, 
“for we believe that there should be rendered unto Davis 
a tribute that is due Davis.” 
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ATLANTIC FLEET ITINERARY. 


A tentative itinerary for the summer cruise of the 
battleships of the Atlantic Fleet and the Torpedoboat 
Flotilla, announced from the Bureau of Navigation, has 
been arranged as follows: 

June 17, ships leave their “home” ports and assemble 
at Hampton Roads. June 18, proceed to Southern drill 
grounds. June 24, return to Hampton Roads. June 29, 
leave Hampton Roads for New England ports, to give 
liberty and spend Fourth of July. July 2, ships will dis- 
perse to various New England ports—Boston, Marble- 
head, Gloucester, Rockport, Portsmouth, Portland, Booth 
say, Penobscot Bay, Eastport. Liberty will be granted. 
July 7, fleet reassembles at Rockport, Mass., and leaves 
same day for Provincetown, Mass. July 10, arrive at 
Provincetown, Mass., for drills and exercises. 

July 12, 13 and 14.—First division goes out at daylight, 
July 12, for measured mile and turning trials, returning 
as soon as completed. The rest of the fleet, port exer- 
cises, including mining practice, torpedo practice, boat 
gun practice, calibration practice, carrying out stream 
anchors, pulling and sailing boats. (These exercises will 
be so distributed through the three periods available for 
each division that there shall be no interference and all 
will have opportunity for everything.) 

July 15, 16 and 17.—Exercises at sea, probably putting 
to sea on evening of July 14 for torpedo defense practice, 
anchoring at night, and by noon, July 17. 

July 18 (Sunday).—Encourage boating, fishing and 
Swimming parties.

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BRONZE DOORS FOR NAVAL ACADEMY. 

A pair of bronze doors with transom were unveiled 
June 2 at the chapel of the United States Naval Acade- 
my at Annapolis. The work was designed and executed 
by Miss Evelyn Beatrice Longman and is the gift of 
Col. Robert Means Thompson in memory of the class of 
1868, of which he was a member. The award for the 
commission was given through an open anonymous com- 
petition inaugurated about three years ago under the 
auspices of the National Sculpture Society. The jury 
consisted of two architects, two sculptors and a repre- 
sentative of the Navy, all prominent in their profession. 
I‘rom thirty-three competitors of both sexes, Miss Long- 
man’s design was awarded the commission by a unani- 
mous vote on the first ballot. She is one of the youngest 
members of her profession, her first public work appear- 
ing at the St. Louis Exposition, 1904, for which she re- 
ceived a silver medal. She is a member of the National 
Sculpture Society and of the National Academy of De- 
sign. 

The work on the full-size model of the doors required 
two years. They are double and have a total width of 
10 feet and a height of 15 1-2 feet, with a transom bar 
and transom, making a total height of 22 feet. Each 
door is divided into three panels, the central one contain- 
ing an allegorical group of figures. In the group at the 
left, the main figure. an old man, is emblematic of “Sci- 
ence” and the youth at his feet holding a model of a 
torpedo represents “Invention.” The group at the right 
symbolizes, “The Youth of the Country Responding to Pa- 
triotism.” In the background of both panels are shown 
figures of sailors and cadets marching toward the sea, 
which is indicated by the ships in the distance. 

The two bottom panels contain winged cherubim sup- 
porting wreaths, in which are the inscriptions, “Sapientia 
et Scientia,” and “Deo et Patrix.” Just above these are 
heavy bronze handles with appropriate decoration. The 
upper panels are decorated with festoons and shells, and 
in the space below these are the names of some of our na- 
val heroes. 

The transom bar bears the dedicatory inscription with 
the name of the donor. The transom contains an alle- 
gorical group representing “Peace and Prosperity Honor- 
ing the Ashes of the Dead.” On the altar is the in- 
scription, ‘Non Sibi Sed Patrie.” A rope ornament 
frames the whole design. All the figures are over life- 
size. The bronze casting was done by the Gorham Co., 
New York, whose foundry is at Providence, R.I. The 
total weight of the bronze is 11,750 lbs. 

On the front of the doors are inscribed the names of 
Preble, Decatur, Perry, Farragut, Porter and Sampson, 
and on the rear—that is, the side toward the interior of 
the chapel—the names of the graduating class of 1868, 
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in whose honor the doors are erected. The presentation 
address was made by the donor, Colonel Thompson, and 
the response by Captain Badger, Superintendent of the 
Academy. Colonel Thompson had generously provided two 
special trains, carrying to Annapolis such of his friends as 
desired to witness the ceremony of presentation, 
one train running from New York and the other 
from Washington. Among those attending were Lieuten- 
ant Generals Young and Corbin, of the Army; Rear Ad- 
mirals Brownson, Casey, Barker, Hemphill, Wadleigh, 
Wainwright and Perry, of the Navy; and Colonel Scott, 
of the Military Academy. Many of the officers had their 
wives with them and the attendance of ladies was large. 
A vain attempt was made to induce the sculptor, who is 
as modest as she is gifted, to permit her presentation to 
the audience, but she was present and many had the 
pleasure of an introduction to a young and charming 
woman, who seemed to be more fitted for the conquests 
of social life than those she has achieved in the world of 
art. What she has already accomplished shows how great 
are her~possibilities 

Vice Admiral Uriu, of the Imperial Japanese navy, a 
graduate of the Naval Academy, class of 1881, seemed 
to thoroughly enjoy himself in reviving old friendships 
and establishing new ones. The rooms of the officers’ 
mess were thronged during the day by the visitors who 
were invited to its hospitality. 

The unveiling was done by Master Pell, of New York, 
a grandson of Colonel Thompson, a lad of six or eight 
years of age. At the request of Colonel Thompson, Ad- 
miral Ingersoll swung wide the doors, and the members 
of the class of 1868 present were the first to file through 
them. Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright, a former Su- 
perintendent of the Naval Academy, delivered the speech 
of acceptance in behalf of the class. 


MARRIAGE NOT FOR MIDSHIPMEN. 


The following official letter has been sent out by the 
Navy Department: 


NAVY DEPT., WASHINGTON, MAY 28, 1909. 

Sir: The Department has the honor to recommend that the 
following change in the United States Navy Regulations be 
authorized as soon as practicable: 

Article 694. Number present paragraph 1 and add para- 
graph 2, as follows: Midshipmen are prohibited from marry- 
ing until the completion of the prescribed six years’ course.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 2516, Mr. Martin.—Appropriating $30,000 for the erec- 
tion of a monument to the memory of Matthew Fontaine Maury, 
of Virginia, to commemorate the work of said Maury during 
the period of his service as an officer of the U.S. Navy, con- 
nected with the National Observatory at Washington, and to 
perpetuate his fame as a geographer, a meteorologist and a 
discoverer of the laws governing the winds, currents and routes 
of the ocean. 

8S. 2518, Mr. Martin —Authorizing the Secretary of War to 
acquire, by purchase or condemnation, not less than 15,000 
acres of land in the vicinity of Washington, D.C., for the 
purpose of target practice, battle firing, and war training of 
troops of the U.S. Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and the organ- 
ized militia. Appropriates $250,000. 








H.R. 10106, Mr. Bradley.—Authorizing the acceptance by 
the U.S. Government from the Woman’s Relief Corps, auxiliary 
to the Grand Army of the Republic, of a proposed gift of land 
contiguous to’ the Andersonville National Cemetery, in the 
state of Georgia. 

H.R. 10109, Mr. Pearre (by request).—Appropriates $25,000. 
That a twelve-inch rifled cannon shall be altered to meet the 
conditions of the system of W. F. Mason McCarty, and that 
there shall be constructed by the Ordnance Department such 
shells and cartridges as may be necessary to test and prove the 
value of said system of increasing the velocity and of reducing 
the breech pressure in the guns, thus increasing the life of 
a gun and insuring safety to gunners, and the safety from 
any back fire or explosions caused by same in the turrets or 
casemates in which the guns are handled, and to insure the 
secrecy of said improved system for the exclusive use of the 
U.S. Army and Navy the plans and specification of said system 
shall be guarded safely among the archives of the War and 
Navy Departments of the Government. That when the said 
system of increasing the velocity and insuring safety to those 
operating the guns and preventing the back fire, the U.S. 
Government shall acquire the use of this system for its ex- 
elusive use and a compensation for which shall be determined 
by a board appointed by the President of the United States. 

H.R. 10115, Mr. Rucker, of Colorado.—To remove the 
charge of desertion now standing against any officer of enlisted 
man who served in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps at any 
time for a period of ninety days or more during the Civil 
War. 

H.R. 10277, Mr. Weeks.—Granting thirty working days’ 
leave of absence in each year, without forfeiture of pay dur- 
ing such leave, to clerks and draftsmen at United States 
arsenals, proving grounds, and supply stations. 

H.R. 10278, Mr. Weeks.—That the Secretary of the Navy is 
hereby authorized and directed to have constructed, by con- 
tract, on the Atlantic coast, eight submarine torpedoboats of 
the most improved type, at a cost not to exceed $4,000,000; 
and toward said purpose $1,000,000 is hereby appropriated. 

H.R. 10279, Mr. Weeks.—That any officer of the Navy who 
served with credit as an officer or as an enlisted man in the 
volunteer forces during the Civil War prior to April 9, 1865, 
otherwise than as a cadet, and whose name is borne on the 
official register of the Navy, and who has been retired on ac- 
count of wounds or disability incident to the Service, or on 
account of age, or after forty years’ service, may, in the dis- 
cretion of the President, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, be placed on the retired list of the Navy with 
the rank and retired pay of the grade which he would have 
reached had his entire service been continuous in the Regular 
Navy: Provided, That in determining priority of service for 
the purpose of this act service at the Naval Academy as cadet 
shall not be counted: Provided further, That no officer of the 
Navy now on the retired list shall lose relative position in 
his grade by this act. 

H.R. 10318, Mr. Austin.—That a board of military records 
be created, to consist of the Secretary of War, the Adjutant 
General and the Surgeon General, who shall pass and decide 
finally upon all defective or incomplete or disputed military 
records of all soldiers who served in the Army of the United 
States in any of its wars, or in times of peace, and grant 
honorable discharges. This board shall establish rules and 
proceedings; hear evidence, either oral or depositions or affi- 
davits. 

H.R. 10366, Mr. Kahn.—Authorizing the appointment of 
Major (Bvt. Col.) W. R. Parnell, U.S.A., retired, to the rank 
and grade of brigadier general on the retired list of the Army. 
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The torpedoboats O’Brien and Nicholson are being fit- 
ted up at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., as moving targets 
for the Battleship Fleet in the coming practice in the fall. 
The machinery of the vessels has been removed and the 
compartments are being filled in with cork material. They 
will carry stanchions with canvas targets and constitute 
the first targets of the kind ever used in the United 
States. During practice they will be towed by a tug. 





GRADUATION WEEK AT ANNAPOLIS. 


Annapolis, Md., June 3, 1909. 

Another “June week” is under way at the Naval 
Academy and Annapolis is filled with hundreds of visit- 
ors; relatives and friends of the 174 graduates make up 
quite a host in themselves, but added to this are many 
attracted by the social gaieties, the drills and exercises. 
The finale of the week will be the commencement exercises 
en Friday, when the Academy will be honored by two of 
the sea fighters of the world, both alumni—Admiral 
George Dewey, U.S.N., of the class of 1858, and Vice 
Admiral Sojokichi Uriu, of the Japanese navy, of the 
class of 1881. 


The real work of the week began on June 1, and must be 
crowded into four days this year instead of five, owing to the 
Decoration Day holiday on Monday. The board was formally 
received at ten a.m., Tuesday morning. The members of the 
board this year are: U.S. Senators B. R. Tillman, of South 
Carolina, and Clapp, of Maine; U.S. Representatives Arthur L.

THE GRADUATING EXERCISES. 

This, Thursday, morning battle drill of the midshipmen w 
the opening event of the third and last day of the Sradtienl 
exercises. In the afternoon there came a gun, mine and tor- 
pedo drill, and practical work in mechanical engineering and 
marine construction. To-morrow, the week will come to an 
end in a flare of brilliance. The graduates will receive their 
diplomas in the morning, and the farewell ball will be given in 
the evening. ‘This morning the 2d Battalion was under Lieu- 
tenant ‘Vernou, the 1st Battalion under Lieutenant King. The 
firing line of the Ast Battalion gradually fell back in good order, 
and at the crucial movement of the engagement brought into 
action two guns which had been kept hidden. The “mortality” 
was tremendous, and the ground was strewn with midshipmen. 
The attacking force of the 2d Battalion could not hold its ground 
and slowly retired. The final charge of the 1st Battalion gave 
them the honors of the engagement. The bugle call at the end 
acted as Gabriel’s trump to the “dead” who strewed the field, 
and they immediately jumped to their feet. The brigade then 
formed and passed in review, headed by the Academy band. 

In the afternoon the band gave an orchestral concert at the 
Superintendent’s quarters, and a public concert at the lower 
bandstand. At 3:30 there was a torpedo, mine and gun drill 
by the 1st Division, and fencing, sabers, bayonet exercise and 
setting-up drill by the 2d Division; later, engineering exercises 
by the 2d Battalion, and dress parade, At 9 p.m. came the 
special social event of the week, the first class german, given 
in the mammoth armory. 

The Board of Visitors will surely urge that Congress pass 
the necessary legislation in order that the midshipmen shall 
be commissioned as ensigns immediately upon graduation. The 
recommendation has been made by former boards without result. 
A recommendation will be made that the area of the Academy 
grounds be increased by the annexing of two and a half blocks 
of property in the city of Annapolis. 

It has been stated unofficially but in a reliable way at the 
Naval Academy that this year’s graduates will receive orders 
to proceed to their homes after graduation, which will carry 
payment of their expenses by the government. Last year the 
practice of many years was changed, and the graduates were 
placed upon waiting orders. This meant that any midshipman 
visiting his home had to pay his own expenses. 

Admiral Dewey arrives Friday, June 4, and will deliver the 
diplomas to the graduating midshipmen. It had been generally 
expected that he would make the principal address to the grad- 
uates, but he was rather averse to doing so, and Congressman 
J. Van Vechten Olcott, of the Board of Visitors, accepted the 
invitation extended by the Navy Department to make the ad- 
dress. Superintendent Badger will, as usual, have something 
to say to the graduates.

When in the Japanese army billeting orders are re- 
ceived from staff officers, the regimental adjutants, ac- 
companied by a sergeant-major with a list of houses ob- 
tained from the mayor of the town, allot them to bat- 
talions, squadrons, or batteries. The houses are subdivid- 
ed to company accommodation, and on the arrival of the 
troops, a color sergeant or senior non-commissioned officer, 
together with a first-class private and a bugler, tell off 
men to each house. Each house is marked with a strip 
of linen, on which is written the number of men to be bil- 
leted. The senior soldier in each house ranks as billeting 
commander, and has to fill up a form showing the num- 
ber of men in the house. ‘This he signs and hands to the 
owner of the house, who takes it to the office of the 
mayor. The mayor makes out a bill, which is paid by the 
regimental paymaster before the unit marches off. The 
owner of the house receives four cents per head, and has 
to provide, in return, light, charcoal for cooking, bed- 
clothing, a hot bath, and any extra food. Officers usually 
stay at village inns, the proprietor providing them with 
board and lodging for twenty-five cents per day. 





The visit to this country of Baron von Bodenhausen, 
of the Krupp interests, is being made the basis of much 
press speculation, and some of the newspapers assume to 
see an impending loss to the Krupps of their armor plate 
royalties through the introduction of superior methods 
here of American invention. To make such business ar- 
rangements as would save to the Krupps their share of 
the American armor plate trade, these same papers assert 
the Baron is now here. Controverting this, the local rep- 
resentative. of the Krupp works says: “Baron Boden- 
hausen is not here or in Pittsburg in any connection with 
armor plate business. ‘He is not connected with the 
Krupp department for manufacturing armor plates, and 
probably does not know much about it. His trip to Amer- 
ica is for his recreation only, and all the newspaper ar- 
ticles about armor plate of special manufacture by Ameri- 
can makers and their not paying royalties are reporters’ 
fancies.”’ 
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Midshipmen and sailors of the Japanese training squad- 
ron were to parade at Seattle June 1, bearing their side 
arms. The managers of the Alaska-Yukon-Pacifie Expo- 
sition expressed the desire that the men from the Japan- 
ese trainingships Aso and Soya, which were to represent 
Japan at the opening of the exposition, be permitted to 
land with their side arms. This government informed 
Japan, and the authorities at Tokio acquiesced. The 
request being agreeable to the Washington state authori- 
ties, the United States government granted the desired 
permission. 
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The Australian Commonwealth government have ar- 
ranged for the purchase of six dirigible balloons and six 
aeroplanes for the purpose of experiment. The first of 
the Voisin series of aeroplanes ordered by the Common- 
wealth agent is now completed, and will be shipped to 
— from the Voisin factory at Billancourt, near

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Over 37 per cent. of the recruits for the Russian army 
in 1907 were illiterate. Of 275,000 recruits who were 
able to read or write, only about 6,000 had passed the me- 
dium or higher standards of education, 35,000 the lower 
standard, 180,000 could read and write, 54,000 could only 
read.

G.O. 24, MAY 7, 1909, NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

The following Executive Order is published for the infor- 
mation and guidance of the Service: 

“It is hereby ordered that the islands of the Culebra 
group, Porto Rico, approximately in latitude eighteen degrees, 
twenty minutes north, longitude sixty-five degrees, twenty min- 
utes west from Greenwich, excepting Culebra Island, be and 
the same are hereby reserved, subject to their use for naval 
and lighthouse purposes under the provisions of the Procla- 
mations and Executive Orders heretofore issued and creating 
such reservations, and set apart for the use of the Department 
of Agriculture as a preserve and breeding ground for native 
birds. It is unlawful for any person to hunt, trap, capture, 
wilfully disturb, or kill any bird of any kind whatever, or 
take the eggs of such birds within the limits of this reserva- 
tion, except under such rules and regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of Agriculture. Warning is ex- 
pressly given to all persons not to commit any of the acts 
herein enumerated and which are prohibited by law. 

‘*This reservation to be known as Culebra Reservation.

A camp of instruction in rifle practice for the Michigan 
National Guard will be held on the rifle range at Grand 
Rapids, commencing June 22, at which a team will be selected 
to represent the State at the national competition to be held 
at Camp Perry, O., the coming August. All members of the 
National Guard or Naval Militia who have made the qualifi- 
cation of expert rifleman who have performed seventy-five per 
cent. military duty during the preceding year will be eligible 
to compete. 

The annual camp of instruction of the National Guard of 
Delaware for the year 1909 will be held at the State Range, 
below New Castle, for one week commencing Saturday, 
July 24. 

The following are announced as the figures of merit of 
each organization of the Connecticut National Guard for the 
month of April, 1909, based on drill reports of the month: 
Hospital Corps, 90.47; Signal Corps, 91.58; Cavalry, 97.85; 
Field Artillery, 87.63; Coast Artillery Corps, 86.21; Ist 
Infantry, 93.69; 2d Infantry, 96.62; Separate Oompany, 
95.16; Naval Militia, 83.92. 

The committee of officers of the N.G.N.Y., appointed to nom- 
inate two officers for appointment on the Militia Council to 
succeed Col. George C. Fox, 74th Regiment, and Major C. I. 
De Bevoise, of Squadron C, sent forward the names of Lieut.

G. Landon, of the 7th Regiment. It is understood that Capt. 
John F. O’Rvan, of the 1st Battery, will be appointed to fill 
an original vacancy made by a recent amendment. p 

A camp of instruction for rifle practice for members of 
the Kansas National Guard will be held at Fort Bile Kas., 
for a period not to exceed six days, commencing Monday, 
June 21, 1909. Each company will send its three best shots 
as a company team, and each regimental field and staff and 
the brigade staff will be entitled to send a team of its three 
best shots. All expert riflemen who are members of the 
National Guard and not included in the above company teams 
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are eligible as competitors. Such additional experts will be 
formed into teams of three under the direction of the Execu- 
tive Officer, 

The organizations composing the 4th Brigade, N.G.N.Y., 
are designated to perform a tour of state field or camp service 
by regiments near Farnham, Erie county, N.Y., from July 31 
to Aug. 21, 1909, inclusive. The brigade commander is au- 
thorized to fix the dates of such service by each regiment 
of the brigade within the period above stated. The Field 
Hospital is designated to perform a tour of state field or 
camp service near Farnham, Erie county, N.Y., for two weeks 
at such time during the service of the 4th Brigade between 
July 31 and Aug. 21 next, inclusive, as may be fixed by the 
division commander. The 6th Battery, Field Art., is desig- 
nated to perform a tour of state field or camp service near 
its home station for a period not to exceed eight days, time 
and place to be fixed by the division commander. 

Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, commanding the Division, N.G. 
N.Y., directs the organizations attached to Headquarters Divi- 
sion, National Guard, in the City of New York, and the 1st and 
2d Brigades to parade on Saturday, June 12, 1909, in full 
dress uniform under command of Brig. Gen. George Moore 
Smith, upon the occasion of the Queensboro Bridge celebra- 
tion. The command will form on East Thirty-fifth and Thirty- 
sixth streets, east of Fifth avenue, and on Thirty-seventh 
street, west of Fifth avenue, and will assemble there at 12:15 
p.m. and will be in column as follows: Brig. Gen. George 
Moore Smith, commanding, Squadron ©, 22d Regiment Engi- 
neers, 1st Battalion Field Artillery and Field Hospital; head- 
quarters 1st Brigade, 1st Company Signal Corps, 7th, 12th, 
7ist and 69th Regiments; headquarters 2d Brigade, 2d Com- 
pany Signal Corps, 23d, 14th and 47th Regiments and naval 
militia. Companies will be formed in column of platoons, six- 
teen files front. Mounted troops twelve files front. Guide 
will be right. The reviewing stand will be at the Plaza 
after crossing the-Queensboro Bridge. The line of march will 
be along Fifth avenue to Fifty-seventh street to Second ave- 
nue to and across Queensboro Bridge and Plaza to Jackson 
avenue. Organizations will proceed along Jackson avenue 
until they reach the Court House, where they will leave the 
column and proceed direct to their armories and dismiss. Col. 
Daniel Appleton, 7th Regt., will be in command of the Ist 
Brigade, and Lieut. Col. W. ©. Fisk, of the 7th Regiment. 
Squadron A will act as escort to the Grand Marshal. 

Mr. W. H. Williams, jr., president of the Queensborough 
Bridge celebration, to be held on Saturday, June 12, on the 
Manhattan side and Long Island side, New York city, esti- 
mates that there will be no less than 30,000 persons in the 
parade, including the military and civic bodies, and these, with 
a number of floats, promise a very interesting parade. 

The 8th N.Y. will assemble in its armory on June 10, at 
eight a.m., to proceed to Forts Totten and Schuyler, N.Y., 
for a tour of duty, ending June 19. Six companies have been 
assigned to Fort Totten, under command of Col. E. F. Austin, 
and three companies to Fort Schuyler, under command of 
Major H. C. Wilson. A detail of a N.C.O. and three privates 
from each company will proceed to Forts Totten and Schuyler 
on June 9, in advance of the regiment. The 9th, Colonel 
Morris, and 13th Regiment, Colonel Davis, leave for Forts 
Wadsworth and Hamilton, respectively, on June 10, for duty 
until June 19. 

The annual encampment of the 1st Regiment Infantry, Hos- 
pital Corps and band, Vermont National Guard, will be held 
at the state camp ground, near Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., from 
Friday, July 2, to Saturday, July 10, 1909, both days inclusive.

MINNESOTA. 


In his annual report on small-arms practice for the Minne- 
sota National Guard, Major Orris E. Lee, I.8.A.P., announces 
that the regimental team of the 3d Infantry having attained 
the highest score for the years 1906, 1907 and 1908, was 
awarded the state trophy, donated by the Adjutant General. 
The Major also says: 

**Upon comparison with the report of 1907, it will appear 
that there has been an advance among all of the companies 
and the increase is particularly evident among those com- 
panies that used their armory ranges. 

‘*‘Too much emphasis cannot be used in urging the com- 
panies to engage in armory practice. There can be no excuse 
for not doing so, as any room where fifty feet open space 
ean be secured could be used, and the expense of installing 
the necessary lights would be small. 

‘*Attention is called to the fact that more than 480 men 
did not fire their rifles during the season. There can be no 
reasonable excuse for such a condition and company officers 
are largely to be blamed for the fact. Had these men quali- 
fied as third class only, it would have made a very desirable 
increase in the figure of merit of the various organizations.

WASHINGTON. 


Adjt. Gen. Ortis Hamilton of Washington, in his annual 
report, announces that the state has provided for the organiza- 
tion of twelve new companies of coast artillery. Of the 
work at the maneuver camp at American Lake last year with 
troops of the Army, General Hamilton says: ‘‘A carefully 
prepared plan of instruction was carried out in this camp 
under the able command of Gen. Daniel H. Brush, commander 
of the Department of the Columbia. The National Guard of 
this state has participated in a number of camps of this char- 
acter in the past, but I can safely say that in none of them 
was so thorough a course of instruction pursued as in the 
one in 1908.’’ 

‘*The entire 2d Infantry,’’ says General Hamilton, ‘‘went 
into camp of instruction in the Artillery District of Puget 
Sound to determine, if possible, if National Guard organiza- 
tions could become proficient in the work of manning the 
coast defenses in this state. The work accomplished and 
the knowledge obtained by both officers and men during this 
camp was highly beneficial and demonstrated beyond a doubt 
the practicability of training National Guard organizations in 
the Coast Artillery arm of the service. At the end of this 
tour of duty both officers and men were highly complimented 
upon the work accomplished, as well as the high standard 
of efficiency which this regiment had attained along military 
lines. No artillery district commander in the United States 
made a more favorable report on the organized militia which 
took part in his district during that year than the district 
commander of the Artillery District of Puget Sound.’’

L. E. L.—You do not state whether your service was in the 
Civil War or in the Spanish-American War. G.O. 129, W.D., 
1908, specifies what particular service entitles one to a badge 
of the Civil, Indian, Spanish, Philippine or China campaigns 
and expeditions. Unless you are now either in the Army or 
the National Guard, you cannot secure these badges, though 
you may have had the specified service. 

F. L. V.—The dates of your service in Porto Rico, in the 
Philippines and in Jolo were all later than the dates of serv- 
ice entitling you to Spanish and Philippine badges. See 
G.O. 129, W.D., 1908, for full particulars. 

J. E. T.—There is no ‘‘Ordnance Company’’ in the Army, 
but there is an ‘‘Ordnance Department,’’ and as at present 
composed its personnel is as follows: One brigadier general, 
6 colonels, 9 lieutenant colonels, 19 majors, 25 captains, 
25 first lieutenants, 150 ordnance sergeants, 58 sergeants, 85 
corporals, 222 privates, first class, and 205 privates, second 
class, or a total of 85 commissioned and 720 enlisted. 

W. F. S.—No provision has as yet been made for be- 
stowing Cuban Pacification badges upon members of the 
Marine Corps or Naval Hospital Corps, who operated in con- 
junction with the A.C.P. The order applies to the Army 
only, though the Navy Department has this matter under con- 
sideration. 

Cc. E. A. asks: Must I have one and a half years in the 
Artillery Oorps to go to the Electrician School? Answer: 
Yes: the order must be complied with, as your seven years 
with Infantry and Engineers did not constitute Artillery 
service. 

J. P. R—G.O. 13, W.D., 1909, gives full information re- 
garding discharge by purchase and by favor by reason of 
death or dependence of parent. 

MARINE.—See answer to W. F. 8S. 

E. J. C—A note at the head of the column of names on 
the muster rolls specifies that the names of the non-com- 
missioned officers shall be borne on the rolls ‘‘according to 
rank.’’ It is a widespread practice in the Army, however, 
to place the names of the regi tal non-co il 
staff on the muster rolls as follows: ‘‘Sergeant major, quarter- 
master sergeant, commissary sergeant, sergeant major (sqdn. 
or battn.), color sergeant, chief musician, chief trumpeter or 
principal musician, drum major.’’ This arrangement follows 
the order of rank (A.R. 9) in all cases, except that of 
chief musician, who, under A.R. 9, ranks next after the com- 
missary sergeant. The practice of placing his name on the 








muster roll immediately before the name of the chief trumpeter 
or principal musician doubtless arises from the desire to keep 
the names of members of the band together. 

T. J. R.—yYour enlistment on June 8, 1908, seven months 
after discharge from an enlistment of less than three years, 
places you in your first period. You may get bonus on re- 
enlistment in 1911 within three months of discharge.
